DESOTO, Mo., Jan. 7.—General wonder 
and worry prevails over’ the mysterious 
disappearance of the 3-year-old son of 
William McAfee, who lives on the western 
outskirts of this city, which occurred last 
Tuesday afternoon at 4 o'clock. The little 
fellow was with his father about haif a 
mile from his home and in company with 
an older brother, started to the house 
through a woods pasture. The older boy 
walked ahead, thinking his brother was 
following, but when he reached home he 
mis®ed him and seach was instituted. 

In a few hours fully 100 persons were out. 
Next morning, as the news spread, hun- 
dreds joined in and every day from 200 to 
300 persons have gone over the territory 
for miles around and every possible place 
that the child could have fallen in has 
heen thoroughly searched. 

It is thought by some that the child was 
kidnapped, but as the parents are in poor 
circumstances and have no known enemies 
this theory is given little credence. The 
country is thickly settled and there are 
no wild animals of any kind that would 
carry the child away and no mines, wells, 
caverns or ponds of water into which the 
child could have fallen. 

Mr. McAfee, who is an old soldier, moved 
to this place two years ago from Min- 
nesota and bought the little place on which 
he now lives. The father and mother are 
prostrated with grief, having been out day 
and night in snow and sleet hunting for 
their child. They have issued a call for 
@ genera] turnout of the citizens and to- 
morrow fully 500 men from this city will 
join in a systematic search, added to by 
severa] hundred other persons from ad- 
joining towns.

“IT have also perfected a scheme for util- 
izing Marconi’s wireless telegraphy for ex- 
ploding bonrbs. In this case the inductor 
in the bomb its provided with a tube filled 
with metal chips which release the electric 
current when the electric undulations reach 
it. The advantage of this system over the 
other is that the electric current works 
upon the bombs Whether under ground or 
water the undulations would be directed 
upon the enemy, and when he reaches the 
place where the bombs are concealed these 
must adenine Wmnints and destroy him. It 
would be easy to follow the movements of 
the enemy's fleet by directing the undula- 
tions upon them when they reach that part 
of the sea where the mines are laid, which 
would then explode with devastating effect. 
Again, by employing an ordinary Selen cell 
for keeping the ends of the current apart 
daylight would make the bomb explode, 
but it is not practical to use the same in 
this. 

“There is another way which this dis- 
covery can be utilized with deadly effect. 


A wall of light would be directed upon the 
enemy's position and shelis provided with 
inductore being fired would explode on 
touching this tight so that every shell 
would be utilized and the difficuity of aim- 
ing surmounted.’ 

He then demonstrated all of these experi- 
ments in practice for the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, using a miniature apparatus.

“She invited him in. He talked about 
his religion. She asked him about polygamy. 
He sald it was no longer practiced. 

“When I came home in the evening she 
said che was almost persuaded to believe 
in the Mormon religion. I told her if I 
caught another Mormon in the house I 
would throw him out. She esaid she had 
invited the elder back, and asked me for 
her sake to treat him civilly. I promised. 

“Two days later he came again. He was 
Elder V. E. Candland. He talked plausibly. 
The next time he came he said the elders 
had to move from their quarters at Thirty- 
first and Locust streets to cheaper quar- 
ters. The first-floor front room of our house 
wae empty. He asked if they might occupy 
it. I refused, my wife pleaded, and I con- 
sented. 

“Three of them moved in—Candland, 
Ballard, and Christiansen. This was on 
March 12 last. Later they were joined by 
Stookey. 

‘They held meetings in the rooms. My 
wife joined their church and gathered in 
congregations for them. She became so in- 
terested in the Mormons that she was in 
their room talking to them nearly all the 
time, 

“When Stookey came they asked for two 
rooms on the second floor. I at first re- 
fused and finally gave in. 

“On April 19 my wife was getting the 
rooms ready for their occupancy. She aske® 
me to help her. I would not. She said she 
would get Brother Candland to help her. 
I told her not to. 

“T went about my work. When I came in 
I went up stairs. I met my wife and Cand- 
land coming out of the back room hand in 
hand. 

“Tt said nothing, but went down stairs. 
My wife followed me. I asked her what 
that meant. She said they had been kneel- 
ing together, praying. 

“Yl forbade her having any conversation 
with any of the elders in the future. She 
promised she would not. Two days later 
I caught my wife and Candland talkitg 
earnestly of the stairs. When I came upon

BY ACT OF CESSION 
THEY WILL BE CITIZENS. 


Under the Constitution, Ratification of 
the Treaty Makes Every Former 
Subject of Spain an Amer- 
ican Citizen.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Ex-Senator E4- 
munds has, by request, prepared the fol- 
lowing statement for publication in the 
New York World and Post-Dispatch of his 
reasons for opposing the retention of the 
Philippine Islands by the United States. 
Mr. Edmunds while in the Senate took high 
rank as authority on international law, and 
was called to Washington by the President 
for the purpose of giving advice on the 
policy to be pursued at the time war with 
Spain was threatened. His views follow: 

“That the people of the Philippine Islands 
who were carrying on the rebellion against 
Spain in order to be free and Independent 
do not desire to be ‘annexed and to become 
a territorial dependency of the United States 
of any kind, and that they intend to resist 
annexation, appears to be indisputable, This 
will not be disputed by any intelligent per- 
son. What, then, in the present state of 
affairs, is to be done? 

“Are we to make war upon the people of 
the Philippines as Spain was doing, in order 
to subject them to our dominion? 

“This apparently we must do to make 


them a7] people whether ¢itizenhs, subjecte or 


slaves, of the United States. 

‘To justify this ‘a decent respect to the 
opinions of mankind’ should compel our 
Government to state definitely the grounds 
upon which we make the attempt. We have 
assured the nations of the globe in the most 
eolemn manner possible that we made war 
not for conquest or extended dominion, but 
solely to set the people of Cuba free—of 
whom Congress declared that ‘They were 
and of right ought to be free and inde- 
pendent.’ 

“At that very time the Philippine rebe)- 
lion was stronger and: better organized than 
that of Cuba. Recent events have proved 
that the Philippine rebels are as capable of 
self-government as the people of Cuba. If 
we néw begin to conquer (as probably we 
can at last, although Spain has failed to 
do it after more than a century of effort), 
what shall we eay as to the motive of our 
conduct? 

“Can we be justified in forcing by the 
sword our perticular and excellent ideas 
of government, morality and religion upon 
these people, as Mahomet did in his re- 
ligious wars and as Spain did in her early 
operations on this continent? . 

‘‘How will such of our bishops, priests 
and deacons and religious newspapers as 
have appeared to favor the scheme, find au- 
thority in the greatest and best of all books 
that have ever been given to munkind, 
the New Testament, for this new enter- 
prise now proposed for our Repwhblic? 


“All the peopl of these islands who 
were the subjects of Spwin will become 
citizens of the United States by the mere 
act of cession unless the treaty of cession 
should provide that those who wished

MAY YET OUT 


Meckmen Make Discoveries 
in the Old Workshop. 


QUEER BULB IS FOUND 
UNDERNEATH THE FLOOR. 


ARTICLE HAS NO USE IN THE ME- 
CHANICAL ARTS KNOWN 
TO EXPERTS. 


WEIGHT OF THE SPHERE 
NEAR UNTO TWO TONS. 


Many Trap Doors Are Also Uncovered 
in the Building and an Elaborate 
Investigation May Follow if 
the Owner Will Permit.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 7.—The mystery 
surrounding the famous Keely motor may 
goon be soived. A discovery has been 
“made which muy possess great weight in 
reaching this solution. This mew factor 
in the absorbing problem enters the ques- 
tion through an accident. Robert Williams, 
a workman, while engaged in cleanins out 
the laboratory used by the late John W. 
Keely, where the precious motor and its 
accompanying paraphernalia were stored, 
6aw a break in the flooring. The boards 
Bave way under his weight, disclosing a 
metallic substance which further investi- 
gation showed to be a large convexed sur- 
face of iron. 

One of the workmen happened to strike 
the ephere with a hammer. Instantly weird 
Moises sounded from different parts of the 
room, These reverberations were repeated 
each time the disc-Wwas ‘struck, but no 
trace of their origin could be found. The 
Mysterious object was dug up. It was 
about four feet in diameter and rested ona 
Stone foundation. On the upper eurface 
brass connections protruded, that at one 
time had evidently been joined to delicate 
Drasée “pipes that run beneath the floor and 
led to different parts of the building, where 
the secret experiments of the eccentric 
geniW® were conductéd., 

This portion of the building where this 
latest find was located is almost directly 
beneath the spot where the world-famous 
motor stood. The sphere was completely 
covered by the floor, and js said to posséss 
mo known use in mechanical arts unless it 
Can be made capable of generating and im- 
parting energy to machinery, : 

The sphere had no visible connection with 
Water or gas pipes. It weighs two tons. 
A foundation had evidently been made for 
{t, but from the position in which it now 
liés it is supposed that Keely allowea 
it to settle slightly to one side. The mon- 
strous globe had then been buried: 

The uee or purpose of this bulb can only 
be conjectured and it is thought that its 
discovery may bé put the forerunner of 
other finds no less mysterious. 

The floor of the workroom used by the 
dead inventor, it is said, contains several 
trap-doors, fitted so tight that they can 
be lifted only with a chisel. What may 


have been the purpose of these trap-doors 
is unknown, as there is no cellar beneath 
the workroom. it is further pointed out 
that in an addition to the laboratory, butit 
a few years ago, the floor is raised some 
three feet above the floor of the main 
building, thus affording a hidden epace, 
though for what use 1s still a mystery. It 
ig stated that the owner of thé building 
will permit an investigation of the place 
to be made. Should this be done impor- 
tant disclosures bearing on the eecret of 
the motor are !ooked for.

KANSAS CITY POLICE 
DISCREDIT CONFESSION. 


The Men Are Seth Rosebrook and Chad 
Stowell, Now Prisoners in Kan- 
sas for Robbing a Farmer 
at Tcpeka.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 7.—Sheriff Cook 
of Shawnee County, Kan., and Chief of 
Police Strauss of Topeka passed through 
Kansas City to-day on their way to Gal- 
latin, Mo., to seek the booty said to have 
been secured in the Leeds train robbery. 
They have with them the alleged confes- 
sions of Seth Rosebrdok and Chad Stowell, 
now inmates of the Hutchinson reforma- 
tory, who declare they were among the 
men who held up the train. They also car- 
ry a chart giving the exact location of the 


booty, which Stowell says amounted to 
about $11,000 and some jewelry. 

The importance of these alleged confes- 
sions is that if established they will clear 
young Jesse James. Finis C. Farr, Jesse's 
attorney, says he has known of the con- 
fessions for a month, and .that they are 
true in every particular, but the prosecu- 
tion in the James case casts doubt on the 
whole story and intimates that it is merely 
a scheme to distract attention and aim at 
acquittal. 

It leaked out this afternoon that the 
prosecution here now has three confessions 
in the Leeds case—that of Lowe, the first 
informer, and of Polk and old Caleb Stone. 
Stone was in the Prosecuting Attorney’s 
office this afternoon, walking about and 
smoking good cigars. This latest Leeds 
story, as told here, is that after the rob- 
bery Stowell and Rosebrook and their pals 
dumped the express safe into a wagon and 
hauled it away. Later they buried the 
booty by a railroad track near Gallatin, 
ren making a rough chart of its loca- 
tion, 

This chart he diviced into two pieces and 
sewed them up in the lining of his shoes. 
Then the two_went to Topeka to attend 
the fall festiv#. One day during the latter 
part of September or aarly in October they 
attempted to rob a man at Garfield Park 
and were arrested and placed in jail. After 
being in jail some days it is claimed that 
Stowell became suspicious of Rosebrook 
and told Deputy Sheriff Williams that they 
knew something about the Kansas City 
train robbery. Rosebrook also became sus- 
picious and told Stowell he would kill him 
if he revealed the secret. This frightened 
Stowell and he attempted to kill himself by 
soaking the heads of matches and drinking 
the poisoned water. Prompt attention by 
R ysicians saved his life, and from Stowell 
Mr. Williams, piece by piece, learned the 
story of the robbery. When the boys were 
sent to ,the State Penitentiary at Hutch- 
inson, Stowell had not told where the 
booty was hidden. Later Williams 
went to see him, and on his last visit 
secured the confession. Stowell gave Wiil- 
liams a chart and map of the spot where he 
said the treasure was buried. Cook and 
Strauss went to the place and feund the 
chart absolutely correct as to the surround- 
ings, but they could not locate the booty. 
Cook and Strauss returned to ced Stowell 
insisted that his chart was 
right, but that they had dug on the wrong 
side of the railroad track. Cook and Strauss 
therefore are on their way back to Gal- 
latin. The prosecution here declares the 
Stowell confession qa fake and points out 
that the safe which Stowell says was car- 
ried away in a wagon was practically 
blown to pieces, 

A detective who has talked with Stowell 
in the Hutchinson reformatory declares that 
Stowell offered to tell all he knew for $100. 
This detective, however, went to Hutchin- 
son at the expense of the James prosecu- 
tion. He also avers that Stowell said he 
and Rosebrook were members of a gang 
of nearly 3 desperate characters who have 
been committing robberies for several 
months past. 

Chief of Police Hayes ofthis c'ty left here 
to-night for Hutchinson, Kan., to tfnvesti- 
gate the reported confession. Before leaving 
the city, nowever, Chief Hayes expressed 
his conviction that the men under arrest in 
Kangas City are the train robbers. These 
men are young Jesse James, Andy Ryan, 
W. W. Lowe and C. F:. Polk. 

There are believed to have been at least 
eix men in the robbery. A special from 
Hutchinson discredits the reported confes. 
sion, and states that the boys in the re. 
formatory have simply made statemente 
that they have knowledge of the hold-up,

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 7. — The closing 
hours of the Kansas Populist Legislature, 
in extra session, were enlivened by per- 
haps the most caustic message from the 
chief executive ever received from that 
source by the law-making body of any 
State.

Leedy called attention to the 
statement in a message and a resolution 
was offered demanding that Brown pro- 
duce his proof under penalty of expulsion. 
Brown stated that the letter was not 
from Leedy, but from an employe in the 
Governor’s office.

At 3p. m. to-day Leedy sent the following 
message to the House: 

“Yo the House of Representatives: In 
sending a message to the House of Repre- 
geentatives yesterday, mek $e hong 3 state- 
ments made by Representative Brown. I 
did not deem it necessary to deny his 
statement, nor to suggest to the House of 
Representatives that the _ constitutional 
right giving to members the privilege of 
saying what they choose without being 
questioned elsewhere, placed in the hands 
of the Legislature the delicate and sa- 
cred duty of seeing that the statements 
made by its members’ regarding persons 
who were denied the privilege of replying, 
should be true, and am surprised at the 
action of the House of Representatives in 
the matter of Representative Brown, after 
he had proved himself to be a backbiter, a 
blackguard, a liar and a sneak. I am 
about to retire from the office of Governor,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Gen. Brooke Is 
now in supreme authority tn Cuba. So far 
as the jsiand is concerned he has practically 
the same power as that vested in the Presi- 
dent of the United States, for he repre- 
sents and acts for the President in the 
government of the island. It is left to 
Gen, Brpoke to deal with unexpected con- 
ditions and emergencies. He will have the 
greatest latitude because of “military ex- 
igencies"’—a convenient excuse which will 
permit him to depart from what may be 


contemplated Om law. 
Should he seek to rule with an iron hand 


the only check upon him would be the 


nates. with few exceptions, are army offi- 
cers bound by ‘‘military discipline’ in such 
a Way that to complain against their su- 
perior would jeopardize their positions. The 
statue provides that the laws existing in 
Cuba when the United States assumes con- 
trol shall remain in force unless incompat- 
ible with the American form of govern- 
ment. Gen. Brooke, with the President's 
sanction, may add military regulations, and 
demand their strict observance. 

While it is contemplated that the Presi- 
dent shall dictate such regulations, much 
is left to the discretion of the military 
governor, just as Cabinet officers are jeft 
to manage the affairs of the different ex- 
ecutive branches of the Government.

It bas been attacked at two points, but the at- 
tacks will oot harm it. Some who opposed the 
platform in 1896 have promised to return to the 
party on condition that the party will drop the 


money guestion and canfine the fight to the trusts. 
The offer will not be accepted. What confidence 


would the people have in our sincerity if we 
shou'd declare against trusts in general but enter 
into a treaty of peace with the greatest of all 
trusts—the money trust? If we should attempt 
to center the fight upon the trusts the Republicans 
wou'd adopt es strong anti-trust plank as we be- 
cause no party would dare to defend the trusts. 
In such a fight the trust magnate would be found 
supporting both parties and contributing liberally 
to both campaign funds, provided the trusts were 
guaranteed the privilege of naming the Attorney 
General and the judges. The trusts opposed the 
Democratic party in 1896 because the Chicago 
convention took the party out of the hands of the 
Wall street crowd and adopted a p'atform which 
precipitated the plutocracy which the party had 
held in solution for several years. 


WHEN TRUSTS WILL FALL. 


The Gold Democrats had a chance to crush out 
the trusts during Mr. Cleveland's administration, 
but they did not do it. he Gold Republicans are 
having their opportunity now, but they are not 
improving it. The trusts will fall when the gold 
standard is overthrown and not until then. The 
gold standard means falling prices, and falling 
prices will create trusts more rapidly thap apy gold 
standard party can destroy them. 

The second point of attack is the ratio. Why 
insist upon 16 to 1, they ask? I reply first, be- 
cause {t is the best ratio, and, second, because its 
opponents bave no other ratio to offer. No free 
colpage law can be enacted until a ratio is agreed 
upon, because the ratio is a part of the law. Sup- 
pose we had a majority in Congress favorable to bl- 
metallism, but differing as to the ratlo? Some 
would faver 16 to 1, some 24 to 1, some 32 to 1, 
and some even higher ratios; how could we make 
progress under such conditions? Affirmative relief 
is neeessary and those who favor remedial legisla- 
tion must secure a majority in both House and Sen- 
ate for some definite propositian. The goldbugs 
understand this; they know that an ambiguous 
platform is equivalent to a gold standard platform. 
Mr. Cleveland was elected in 1892 upon a platform 
which declared for the use of gold and silver as 
the standard money of the country, and for the 
colnage of hoth gold and silver without discrimina- 
tion against either metal or charge for mintage, 
and yet Mr. Cieveland found no difficulty in sup- 
porting the single gald gtandard. The Demo 
cratic party will not return to the days of un- 
certainty and evasion. When the opponents of 
16 to 1 agree upon another ratio it will be time 
enough to compare the merits of the new ratio 
with the merits of the old ratio. But they will 
not he permitted to suspend the party in mid- 
air, out of the reach of 16 to 1 and out of sight of 
anything else. To surrender the ratio is to accept 
the gold standard as final,

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WHAT IMPERIALISM MEANS. 


But enough of old issues; what of the new ques- 
tions? Our party cannot ignore the issues raised 
by the war. It must speak out against militarism 
now or forever hold its peace. A large standing 
army is not only an expense to the people, but it 
is a menace to the nation, and the Democratic 
party will be a unit in opposing it. 

A word in regard to imperialism. Those who ad- 
vocate the annexation of the Philippines call 
themselves expansionists, but they are really im- 
perialists, The word expansion would describe 
the acquisition of territory to be populated by 
homogeneous people and to be carved into States 
like those now in existence, An empire suggests 
variety im race and diversity in government. The 
Imperialists do not desire to clothe the Filipinos 
With all the rights and privileges of American 
citizenship; they want to exercise sovereignty 
over an alien race, and they expect to rule the 
new subjects upon a theory entirely at variance 
with the constitutional gevernment. Victoria is 
Queen of Grest Britain and Empress of India; 
Shall we change the title of our Executive and 
call bim the President of the United States and 
Emperor of the Philippines? 

The Democratic party stood for the money of 
the Constittulon in 1806; it stands for the Gov- 
ernment of the Constitution now. It opposed an 
English financial policy in 1806; it opposes an 
English celonial policy now. Those who in 1806 
were in favor of turning the American people 
over to the greed of foreign financiers and do- 
mestic trusts may now be willing to turn the 
Filipinos over to the tender mercies of military 
Governors and carpet-bag officials. 

Those who in 1896 thought the people of the 
United States too weak to attend to their own 
business may now think them strong enough to at- 
tend to the business of remote and alien races; 
but these who in 1896 fought for independence 
for the American people will not new withhold in- 
dependence from those who desire it elsewhere. 
We are told that the Fijipinos are not capable 
of self-government; that bas a familiar ring. 
Only two years ago I heard the same argument 
made aguinst a very respectable minority of the 
people of this country. The money loaners, who 
coerced borrowers, did it upon that theory; the 
employers who coerced thelr employes did it for 
the same reason. Self-governmeut increases with 
participation in government, The Filipines. gre 
not fur enough advanced to share in the govern- 


ment of the people of the United States, but they 
are competent to govern themselves. It is not 
fair to compare them with our own citizens be. 
cause the American people have been educating 
themselves in the science of government for near- 
ly three centuries, aud while we have much to 
leurn we have already made great improvement. 
The Filipinos will not establish a perfect gov- 
ernment, but they will establish a government 
as nearly perfect as they are competent to en- 
joy, and the United States can protect them from 
higliestation from without. 

The Republicans of Illinois, of caurse, will pot 
expect the Filipinos to select a Legislature 
equal to the last Republican Legislature in fidel- 
ity to the public welfare. Illinois became a 
State nearly a century ago, and the Legislature 
Which enacted the Allen law was, as it were, 
the ripened fruit of long experience, Give the 
Filipines time and opportunity, and while they 
never will catch up with us, unless we cease to 
improve, yet they muy some day stand where 
we stand now..

SPEECH AT THE OMAHA 
JACKSON DAY BANQUET. 


CONDITIONS MAKE THE MONOPO- 
LIST PROSPER, BUT THE 
MASSES WITHER. 


BETRAYAL OF THE PEOPLE 
HAS BECOME A SCIENCE. 


Now We Are to Widen the Scope of 
These Statesmen by Giving Them 
a Chance to Rob the Poor 
Filipinos. 


OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 7.—What the mem- 
bers of the Jacksonian Club of this city as- 
sert was the most successful banquet ever 
held took place in the dining-room of the 
Paxton Hotel, which could barely accommo. 
date those in attendance. Democrats from 
all parts of the State were present, and with 
them many leading representatives, includ- 
ing all the State officials. Ex-Gov. Altgeld 
of Chicago, ex-Vice-President Stevenson of 
Illinois, and Congressman Suizer of New 
York, as the guests of honor, made the prin- 
cipal addresses. 

Mr. Altgeld had as his subject ‘‘The Sit- 
uation.’’ He spoke as foliows: 

“This Republic has been the beacon light 
of the world for more than a century. It 
has not only lifted the hopes of all men, 
but by its exampie it has turned the face 
of nearly all nations toward liberty. Since 
the first reading of the Declaration of In- 
dependence over 250 conetitutions that were 
republican in form have been adopted. 
Most of them perished, but they will arise 
again. Now the foundations are being 
pulled from under our own institutions. 
The very altars of liberty are being be- 
trayed by the men set to guard them. Two 


years ago, when we turned the face of our 
party toward the sun, we protested against 
economic policies that robbed, against finan- 
cial policies that paralyzed, and against 
judicial usurpation that enslaved. very 
day’s development since that time has 
shown not only that we were right, but that 
the situation was far more serious than 
we supposed. 

“Look about you. Nearly all the wealth 
of this land is passing into a few hands, 
and not one of these hands favorable to the 
freedom of the citizen. Every great indus- 
trial, commercial, mining or transportation 
enterprise is passing into the hands of cor- 
porations, and then by further consolidation 
into the hands of trusts, which thus have 
an absolute monopoly—a monopoly which 
can, arbitrarily, fix prices, fix wages ald 
regulate output—a monopoly which has no 
soul and whose chief purpose is to plunder 
the public. The monopolist and the specu- 
lator prosper, but the masses wither. Men 
of moderate fortunes and of fair incomes, 
who were the bulwark of the Republic, are 
slowly but surely being wiped out. We are 
being reduced to two classes; in the first 
stage these will be Known as the very rich 
and the moderately poor, and in the second 
Stage, as the masters and the slaves. We 
have established a moneyed aristocracy and 
are new fastening a yoke on posterity. A 
standing army is to be enthroned and bayo- 
net argument is to govern. 

“Republican institutions cannot 
amid these conditions. Wealth has never 
been the friend of liberty. Concurrently 
with the progress of these changes we hear 
the snarling voices of men who deride the 
doctrines of Jefferson and Lincoln that 
made our country great and mighty. Al- 
ready we see magazine art:cies urging the 
establishment by law of a permanent aris- 
tocracy in our system of government, and 
from high quarters we hear a demand for 
Hamilltonism. Hamilton believed in mon- 
archy and aristocracy, bottomed on cor- 
ruption. 

‘*‘Had Hamiltonism prevailed at that time 
the whole history .of the Republic would 
have been different; the brains, the indus- 
try, the ekill and the enterprise of the 
earth would not have flocked to our shores. 
The genius of man being cowed, would 
have withered here as it had in Europe, 
and the American Republic would to-day 
be simply an oligarchy, stretching in small 
settlements from the Mississ:ppi to the At- 
lantic. Hamiliton was a member of the 
Constitutional Convention, and eucceeded 
in establish:ng that aristocratic branch of 
our Government known as the Federa! Ju- 
dicilary, unrepublican and undemocratic; it 
is not chosen by the people and is not ac- 
countable to them. In fact, for practicable 
purposes, it is not accountable to anv one. 
Jefferson opposed this manner of creating 
a judiciary with all his might, and he 
pointed out that here would ultimately be 
found the tomb of American liberty. How 
prophetic was that vision? During its whole 
career th's branch of the Government has 
never been on the side of the weak, but al- 
ways on the side of power, 

“Verily, the spirit of Hamilton fits these 
times, but what shall we say of a judiciary 
that openly rejoices over the fact that an 
era of corruption hae enveloped the land, 
that the betrayal of the people has become 
a science, and that the robbing of the peo- 
ple has become a fine art? And now we are 
to widen the sphere of this class of states- 
men by giving them a chance to rob the 
Filipinos. Heaven pity those poor pooris. 
The Spaniard took what was in sight, but 
the Hamiltonite, with his bond jobbery, en- 
ters the womb of the future and plasters 
his mortgage on remote generations.

We 
are for the old ratio because it is right, be- 
cause it will undo a great crime, because 
it will make prosperity possible, because 
we cannot succeed in any other way, and 
because the suggestions for a change come 
only from the enemy. 

his is an age of concentration in all 
things, and the formation of private 
monopolles in particular. Competition has 
been wiped out. In harmony with the law 
as it has stood for centuries we have 
denounced this, but to no purpose; we have 
legislated against it, but in vain. When 
they could not defeat legislation by bribery 
they went before some subservient Federal 
judge and had it declared unconstitutional, 
Our remedy thas failed. Private monopoly 
is as injurious and as much of a crime 
as ever, and we cannot stop its birth; we 
must change our tactics and convert private 
monopolies into public monopolies. Give 
the whole public the benefits of the 
monopolies instead of a few individuals. 
Let the government take them. This is not 
state socialism; it is simply protecting the 
people, and therefore is democracy in its 
broadest sense. The European people fight 
socialism, but get the greatest benefit from 
collective ownership. 

“There seems to be no other way to pro- 
tect the public, and it involves our very 
existence as a party. The Democratic 
party must always stand for the great 
masses or else have no mission. The Re- 
ram 9 party stands for private monopo- 
les and rottenness, and the monopolies will 
always support it and try to crush us, It 
is a fight not only for humanity but for 
Our very existence. 

*“‘We are in a crisis. The liberties of a 
mighty people are at stake. There is no 
neutral ground; trimming and trading can 
no longer be tolerated. The world demands 
earnestness and candor. I do not believe in 
the black fiag; give every honorable enemy 
quarter. But we have a gacred black 
motto which we must keep to the front, 
and that is: ‘Woe unto him who trifles 
with the American democracy.’ Grover 
Cleveland is dead, and he left no friends 
to whom to send the obituary notices, 
Scores of wabbling statesmen are to-day 
looking through the fence into the grave- 
rere for a burial place, because they were 
it by the wrath of a deceived people. Each 
age furnishes a weapon for the people. The 
weapon for this ege is iniative and refer- 
endum. Through it we can restore democ- 
racy. 

“Then fill our people with the spirit of 
Andrew Jackson, and the corruption of 
Hamiltonism, as well as the hypocricy of 
McKinleyism, will no longer threaten or dis- 
grace our land.’’

000. Coal, 208,500,000 tons in 1898: increase 
over 1897, §,000,000. Lead, 305.459 tons in 1898

stantial gains. Figures also show that the

Mr. Bryan does not wander from his text. Whatever argu- 
ment he brings forward from time to time against imperial- 
ism, he connects it immediately and directly with the Jeffer- 
sonian proposition that “government derives it just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” 

In his Cincinnati speech of last Friday evening he points out 
that the success or failure of old world colonial systems is 
not the question. And it is begging the question to say that 
Americans can hold and govern coldnies as well as Great Brit- 
ain. Of course they can. But the question is, ‘‘Whether we 
can in one hemisphere develop the theory that governments 
derive their just power from the consent of the governed, and 
at the same time inaugurate, support and defend in the other 
hemisphere a government which derives its authority entirely 
from superior force.”’ : 

Thisleads directly to the conclusion emphasized by the Post- 
Dispatch from the beginning of the discussion—that the im- 
perial question is essentially a domestic question; that colonial 
politics will react upon home affairs and breed infinite mis- 
chief through the corruption of the true principles of Ameri- 
can liberty.

He Sets Forth the Legal, Moral and Political Objectin: to the | FATAL DASH OF A RUNAWAY 
Imperialist Programme: 


Senator Vest’s North American Review 
article on “Objections to Annexing the 
Philippines” is a very terse, comprehensive 


and strong summipg up of the case against 


imperialism. 

The Senator makes no argument to those 
who hold the tradition of Washington, 
Jefferson and Madison in contempt. He ap- 
peals to those who love their country and 
revere the traditions and memories conse- 
crated by the blood and sacrifices of our 
fathers ‘“‘against the fantastic and wicked 
scheme of colonial expansion, the adoption 


of which will change our form of govern- 
ment and will bring nothing but disaeier.”’ 

The ground of the Senator’s objection 
is that “such annexation makes the people 
of those islands ultimate.y citizens of the 
United States, and necessitates the admis- 
s.on of the territory thus acqufred a3 @ 


‘State.”’ The alternative to statehood is “‘the 


colonial system of Europe, against which 
the American colonies revolted when its 4p- 
plication to them was attempted by the 
King of Engiand.’’ This system was 
‘based upon the cardinal principle of 
monarchy that millions of people could be 
heid as colonial subjects, governed by laws 
in the making of which hey had no part, 
and under whose exactions they were im- 
poverished by unjust and excessive taxes. 
Against this system, graphically described 
by Jefferson as based upon the belief that 
nine-tenths of mankind were born bridled 
and saddled, with the other tenth booted 
and spurred to r'de them,’ our fathers took 
up arms and defied the most powerful na- 
tion of the world.’”” To advocate such 
a system at this time and seriously pro- 
pose to esfablish it is ‘“‘a travesty upon 
istory, and an insult to the memory of 
the glorious dead who suffered and died 
that we might be free.”’ 


Senator Vest quotes the Constitution pro- 
viding that Congress shall have power “to 
dispose of and make all needful rules and 
regulations respecting the territory and 
other property of the United States” and 
“to admit new States into the Union.” 
“These provisions,’’ says Senator Vest, 
“must be taken together and obviously 
mean that Congress can legislate for the 
sale of public lands, and for the proper 
government of newly acquired territory 
until it is ready for Statehood.” Here is 
quoted that portion of the Dred Scott de- 
cision relating to the territories: ‘‘ “There {ts 
certainly no power given to the Constitu- 
tion to the Federal Government to establish 
or maintain colonies bordering on the 
United States or at a distance to be ruled 
and governed at its pleasure, or to enlarge 
its territorial limits in any way, except by 
the admission of new States.’ ”’ 

The Senator points out the important 
fact, studiously ignored by the imperialists, 
that this portion of the decision was con- 
curred in by all the Judges. The Justices 
who dissented from the views of the 
majority on the rights of a slave owner to 
carry his slaves into a territory where 
slavery had been prohibited, agreed in 
holding that ‘Congress can exercise no 
powers in territory acquired by conquest or 
purchase, which are prohibited by the Con- 
stitution, and their legislation must be for 
the protection of life and property, and 
‘initiatory to the establishment of State 
government.’ ’’ The cdium which attaches 
to the Dread Scott decision in so far as it 
promoted the power of slave owners cer- 
tainly does not attach to this passage 


which was the unanimous opinion of the 
Court, 


The argument of Danie] Webster in the 
famous debate with Calhoun in_ 1348 in 
which that great lawyer declared that the 
Constitution does not extend over the ter- 
ritories is questioned, with all the cefer- 
ence due so great an authority. The 
Supreme Court is flat against Mr. Web- 
ster’s doctrine. In a case cited Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall said that the term “United 
States” meant the “ ‘whole Republic, com- 
posed of States and Territories, and all 
the provisions of the Constitution as to 
taxation and persona! rights applied to the 
whole country alike.’ "' Other decisions 
are quoted showing that, granting the 
power to annéx, the inhabitants will come 
in with all the privileges of American 
citizens and look forward to Statehood as 
among their guaranteed rights. 

But Senator Vest’s opposition is not based 
altogether upon legal and constitutional 
considerations. His political objections are 
quite as forcible. After pointing out the 
savage and primitive conditions prevailing 
in the Philippines, he says: “It is respect- 
fully suggested to the farmers and manu- 
facturers of the United States, who are 
told by expansionists that a great market 
for their products will be furnished in the 
Philippines;

will furnish very poor customers for tiie | 


agricultural and manufactured exports of 
this country.”’ 

Furthermore, if we annex the Philippines 
and “plunge into the dangerous arena 0 
foreign complications, we must keep there 
an army of at least 10,000 men and four. or 
five war vessels at a cost of many millions 
pone, Hh The cost of educating and gov- 
erning the Indians is $30 per capita.“*If one- 
third this amount is expended upon tne 
Filipinos the annual expenditure would be 
$10,000,000, with no certainty of making 
them law-abiding and intelligent citizens.’ 
In Manila, the most civilized spot in the 
archipelago, there are 200,000 Chinese, 50,000 
Japanese, 40,000 natives, principally Malays, 
and whites. ‘“‘What must be the char- 
acter sf the population in the outlying isl- 
ands ?’’ 


The Senator reminds the expansionists 
that no large profits can be expected from 
the trade of the Philippines, and of China 


and Japan, which can be secured through 
our people in the archipelago. ‘*‘We will be 
fortunate if China and Japan, which are 
now raising cotton and importing the best 
machinery for manufacturing cotton goods, 
do not become our most danger rivals,”’ 


Only speculators and promotefs can find | 


profit in the archipelago, and they only for 
a time; for Senator Vest thinks the re- 
sources of the island have been exag- 
gerated. But in any event American labor 
will find no opportunity there. 

Mr. Vest concludes with these two telling 
paragraphs: 

Great Britain has in her colonies 16,662,073 
square miles, containing 322,000,000 Inhabit- 
ants, while the mother country has 39,- 
825,000 people, and 120,979 square mile. The 
United States has no colonies, yet our ex- 
ports are larger than those of Great Brit- 
ain, and our export trade in the last seven 
years has gained 18, while that of Great 
Britain has lost 5 per cent. 

Let the flag of our republic not be “hauled 
down,”’ but bronght back to congenial soil 
where it will wave over freemen, instead 
of floating above conquered islands in an- 
other hemisphere and ten millions half- 
barbarians bought for two doliars each,

The American Coffee Habit. 
From the New York World. 


We annually send abroad $90,000,000 to 
pay for our raw coffee. Leaving out the 
children, our grown and half-grown popu- 
lation consumes on the average 2 pounds 
of coffee per capita a year. 

Moreover, the coffee-drinking habit is 
growing upon us. For while we took only 
(00,000,000 pounds in 1897, we took 800,000,000 
in 1898. We never were great tea-drinkers, 
and the statistics show that we are drop- 

ing tea gradually yet by no means slow- 

y—at the rate of about 20,000,000 pounds a 
year. 

And the worst of it is that we drink 
coffee !n its most harmful form. Foreign- 
ers mix their coffee with chicory, rice. 
weeds, etc., in the proportion of about 50 
per cent of coffee to 50 per cent of foreign 
substances. Further, while the foreigner 
takes only half a cup of the coffee, etc., 
to half a cup of hot milk, we fill the cup 
to the brim with pure or nearly pure coffee 
and then pour in enough cream to make 
the cup overflow until it stands an island in 
a saucer sea of pale brown. 

While other nations drink coffee once or 
at most twice a day, we as a nation have 
it three times a day, mixing the cream of 
the coffee with all manner of fruit and 
vegetable acide, to the great distress of our 
digestive apparatus. 

Ve are a brave nation, brave to rash- 
ness in our eating and drinking. In no 
respect does this reckless audacity shine 
more brilliantly than in our coffee-drink- 


ing.

“I call attention’ to the fact that when 
the School Board bill was before the Legis- 
lature two years ago, a large fund was 
raised and a great many persons were sent 
here to work for the bill.

WILL HEAR MURDER CASES. 


Call of Docket of the Supreme Court 
Set for Next Week. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 7.—The 
Supreme Court will open Monday next for 
the January cal) of the dockets. In Di- 


vision No. 2 all the criminal cases which 
have reached the court since the last call 


criminal cases to be heard this time, and 
among them are six cases of murder in the 
first degree, as follows: 

William B, Matthews, ho was convict- 
ed of killing Will Morgan in Douglas Coun- 
ty in a dispute over a partition fence. The 
crime was committed in April, 1896. 

Fred Bronstine, who was convicted of 
killing his wife in Clark County in the 
latter part of the year 1897. In a quarrel 
with her, he shot her to death. 

James McAfee, convicted of killing Eben 
Brewer, a merchant of Joplin in Jasper 
County in an attempt to rob him. Brewer 
had been warned that defendant would at- 

Mmpt to rob him of his money in a dark al- 
ey on a certain night as he went home 
with the cash taken in during the day. He 
armed himself, but allowéd the robber to 
shoot first, when the demand was made on 
him for his money. 

Freeman Cochrane, convicted of killing 
George Stanbrough in Harrison County in 
August, 15897. 

Peter Kindred, convicted of killing John 
Alley, a hardware merchant, in Mercer 
County in February, 1898. 

James Reid, convicted of killing Susie 
Blakely in Kansas City. 

The case of J. C. Darrah, President of 
the Kansas City Savings Bank which 
failed a few years ago, who stands con- 
victed of receiving deposits after he knew 
the bank was in a falling condition, and 
for which he was sentenced to two years 
in the penitentiary, will be transferred to 
court en banc by agreement of attorneys, 
because of the attacking of the constitu. 
tionality of the law by the defendant's 
attorney. 

This court has adjourned until January 
24, when it will hear cases. 

The other criminal cases are Robert 
Eddie, Chariten County, five years for 
assault: John Hendry, t. Louls County; 
R. lB. Turner, Kansas City, forgery, five 
years; W. B. Pratt, Reynolds County, bond 
forfeiture; Martin Timothy, St. Louis;

Declares There Is Proof That He Was 
Promised Independence for 
Co-Operation Against 
the Spaniards, 


MANILA, Jan. 7.—Within a few hours of 
the proclamation issued by Major-General 
Otis on behalf of President McKinley, the 
agents of Aguinaldo billed Manila with a 
manifesto in whieh Aguinaldo protests 
against Gen, Otis signing himself Military 
Governor of the Philippine Islands. 

Aguinaldo in his manifesto declared he 
had never agreed at Singapore, Hong Kong 
nor elsewhere to recognize the sovereignty 
of the Americans here, and insists that he 
returned to the Philippines on an American 
ship solely to conquer the Spaniards and 
to win independence. He asserts that both 
his prociamations of May «A and June 12 
stated this fact otmeciaily, and he Claims 
that Major-General Merritt confirmed this 
by a proclamation several days beltore the 
Spaniards capitulated, stating clearly and 
definitely that the American forces came 
to overthrow the Spanish Government and 
liberate the Pulipinos. 

In conclusion, Aguinaldo deciared that he 
had natives and fore.gners as witnesses 
that the American forces recognized not 
oniy by acts that the Filipinos were bellig- 
erents. but by public.y saluting the [ill- 
pno tlag “as it triumphantly saiied the 
seas betore the eyes of all nations. 

Aguinaido then solemnly protested in the 
name of Deity, who empowered him 
ty direct his brethren in the difficult task 
of regeneration, against the intrusion of 
the American Government, and reiterated 
that he can produce proofs that he wus 
brought here on the understanding that 
the Americans promised him their co-oper- 
ation to attain independence, 

The revolutionary leader then called upon 
ali his followers to work together with 
force and assured them he is convineed 
that they will obtain absolute independence, 
and urging them never to return “from 
the glorious road”’ on which they are “‘al- 
ready so far adyanced.”’

It Looked Like a Disastrous Conflagra- 
tion at the Beginning, but It 
Resulted in More Smoke 
and Fury Than Flame. 


Fire imperiled the Lindell Hotel last 
midnight and wrecked one of the three 
sections of the six-story building at the 
southeast corner of Seventh street and 
Lucas avenue, which is separated from 
the hotel by a private alley and a vecant 
lot, afl average space of 2% feet intervening. 

There were about 300 guests and em- 
ployes asleep in the hotel when the fire 
broke out at 12 o'clock. There was ex- 
eftement among them, but nothing ap- 
proaching a panic. Nobody left the house 
and there was no damage done to the 
building. Dozens of guests dressed and 
went down stairs. 

Miss Minnie Seligman had her baggage 
taken to the first floor and later had it 
cartied up aguin. 

The building damaged has three numbers 
on Seventh street—616, 618 and 620. These 
stores are occupied, respectively. by the 
Albert Acruman Mercantile Company, A. 
Gonst & Co.. dealers in hats, and the I. 
Epstein Clothing Company. The alley is 
between this building and that occupied by 
I. B. Rosenthal at the northeast corner of 
Seventh street and Washington avenue. 

The fire was confined to the upper three 
floors of the Acruman Mercantile Company. 
The stock of that firm, consisting of dry 
goods and notions, was destroyed and a 
great deal of the stock of the other two 
firms was damaged. 

The fire originated on the third floor an: 
made its first appearance bursting through 
the windows on the alley side. 

From a spectacular standpoint the blaze 
was a failure. The element of probability, 
embracing the danger to the Lindell Jgptel. 
held the interest of a good-sized midnight 
crowd for half an hour, and then the spec- 
tators departed, satisfied that the clouds of 
smoke and struggling patches of flame 
would not develop into a ‘good fire.’

Frenchmen Are Fuming Under the 
Fiery Denunciation of Their Gov- 
ernment by the Inspired 
London Times. 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—All events seem to work 
together in European politics to increase 
the tension between Great Britain and 
France. The past week has brought Mada- 
&ascar and Egypt forward as irritants, just 
when the mutual irritability was subsiding, 
Even the most conservative observers begin 
to take a pessimistic view of. the relations 
betweei the two powers. This includes 
those who up tosthe present have consid- 
ered the belligerency to be mere talk upon 
the part of grance and to unnecessary 
8rufiness upon the part of Great Britain 
in insisting upén what she considers to be 
her rights. On one side, France seems to 
foster the growing belief that Great Brit- 
ain is determined under some pretext to 
bring about war. On the other side, a large 
party of the British public profess that 
their patience has been strained beyond en- 
durance by what they deem to be the un- 
varnished dishonesty of French diplomacy. 

The past 24 hours brought the publication 
of the Madagascar blue book, wh:ch waa 
followed by a leading editorial in the Times 
denouncing France in language so fiery for 
that conservative newspaper that French. 
men are reading the two together and are 
construing them as parts of a deliberate 
policy inspired by one mind. That m.nd, in 
the theory of the man-in-the-street is Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. Other papers may storm 
and scold and not be noticed, but when the 
Times becomes abusive foreignerg interpret 
it as being the vo.ce of the government. 41 
the present instance Englishmen will place 
the construction upon its utterances, re- 
calling how the Times led the “‘No surren- 
der’ cry over the Fashoda incident, under 
evident inspiration. One Yact ‘s certain, 
public opinion in Great Britain will not 
Sanction the government to swerve an inch 
to avoid war with France, thinking that if 
if i come this is the best time to have 

out. 

Many people give importance to the issue 
of the Madagascar Blue Book almost sim- 
ultaneously with, the quiet but unmistak- 
able pronouncefent at Khartoum, by 
Which the British agent there, Viscount 
Cromer, in his remarks to the Sheiks an- 
nounced that Great Britain has set her seal 
upon Egypt. If there ever was a doubt in 
the minds of her European rivals that 
Great Britain intended to foreclose the 
mortgage upon which she has expended so 
much labor and blood to secure, it must 
have been set at rest by the utterances of 
Lord Cromer, in which the word ‘‘Protec- 
torate”’ is written in large letters, though 
the government mouthpiece carefully ab- 
Stained from using that incendiary word. 
A more definite notice that Great Britain’s 
tenure of Egypt is permanent could not be 
asked. The British agent told the assem- 
bled Sheiks that henceforth they will live 
under the joint British and Egyptian flags, 
Knowing no sovereignty but that of the 
Queen and the Khedive, which, of course, 
means that the latter will be a harmless 
figurehead. 

This formal assumption of sovereignty 
over the Soudan is more distasteful to 
France than to any other nation and re- 
newed protests may be expected. In the 
meantime another enterprise of the utmost 
moment in the furtherance of Great Brit- 
ain’s domination in Africa is about to be 
consummated. Mr. Cecil Rhodes, the former 
Premier of Cape Colony, alleged instigator 
of the Jameson raid and so-called ‘‘Napo- 
leon of South Africa,”’ is going to England 
to arrange for pushing forward the Cape 
to Cairo Railroad, so long the dearest 
dream of the imperialists. A definite propo- 
6ition will be presented by Mr. Rhodes to 
London capitalists for an extension of the 
railroad from Bulawayo to Lake Tangan- 
yika, He does not pretend it will be a piy- 
ing investment. from the start. Its impor- 
tance for some years will be political in- 
stead of commercial, and he hopes to per- 
suade the British Government to smooth 
the way by guaranteeing 3% per cent inter- 
est on the bonds to cover the cost of con- 
struction. Mr. Rhodes counts upon influ- 
encing moneyed men to back their patriot- 
ism with their cash, even if he is unable to 
enlist the Government on his side. If any 
man can succeed in this project Mr. Rhodes 
is the man. But one barrier etands in the 
way in the form of the Congo convention, 
guaranteeing the neutrality on the part of 
the continent about Lake Tanganytka, 
which even the autocrat of Rhodesia will 
find hard to force. Here Germany has the 
veto on Great Britain’s advance, which she 
can not be expected to waive without a 
heavy indemnity.

WOMEN. START CLUBS 
WITH OBJECTS IN VIEW. 


T&ey Can, Says the Famous Banker’s 
Wife, Give the Sterner Sex 
Lessons on Club Man- 
agement. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDEW YORK, Jan. 7.—Mrs. Russell Sage 
believes in women’s clubs, but thinks men’s 
clubhouses are so close to being disreputa- 
ble resorts that it takes an expert to dif- 
ferentiate. ‘‘Women,” she says, “Start a 
club with an object in view, an ambition to 
attain. Men have nothing in view beyond 
material comforts.” 

When the spirited wife of the famous 
banker has opinions she never hesitates to 
express them, hence the roast herein of 
man and his arch-conspirator, the woman 
who smokes cigarettes, is interesting. 

Mrs. Sage began her attack on men’s 
clubs before the College of Women’s Clubs, 
of which she isa shining light. “Men's 
clubs,’’ she averred, ‘‘certainly do not make 
for good citizenship. If woman had the 
suffrage she would appreciate it more than 
to sneak off to a country club on election 
day. I know fifteen men who were guilty 
of that offense during our recent municipal 
struggle.”’ 

To a reporter of the Post-Dispatch to-day 
Mrs. Sage detailed more fully her ideas of 
the rights and wronge of the club habit for 
men and women. 

“Save for the Society of the Cincinnat!,” 
she said, “I have yet to know a man’s 
club based purely on a motive of benevo- 
lence. Men establish a club as a place to 
lounge. Young, immature men are in the 
majority of the membership. The tone of 
the club, far from being elevating. is often 
low. Judge of its influence upon unformed 


character. 

“The men’s club beside ig the hotbed of 
gossip. The idle club man is naturally giv- 
en to undue interest in his friends’ affairs. 
Half the divorce scandals are made public 
through the clubs, and much misery made 
pay: rosea that otherwise might be a paés- 
ng domestic cloud. Even athletic clubs, 
though formed on the principle of physical 
development, run largely to the merely ma- 
terial enjoyment of eating and drinking. 

‘‘Women, however, can give men points 
on clubs. They run rather to excess at 
present, but when they settle into a ra- 
tional groove, they will find they have made 
a marked advance in generosity of purpose 
and breadth of conception.” 

Of the fusion of men and women ina 
club Mrs. Sage spoke with whimsical un- 
certainty. She told of how she was ‘“‘smok- 
ed out’? at the banquet at the Waidorf by 
the Mavflower Society, where smoking went 
on in spite of her protest. 

“The question came up again this year 
when Miss Gould was my guest. Smoke af- 
fects her eyes, thérefore, when 1 was ap- 

ealed to, I absolutely refused to remain 
if the gentlemen smoked. Many, I know, 
resent my decision, and made me feel 
that*they did. Others, however, regretted 


causing a lady disquiet and yielded grace- 
fully. My experience has not been exactly 
a happy one, but joint clubs of men and 
women are “yee in number and the as. 
sociation wili probably be more beneficial). 
The greatest evil that threatens is the 
smoking habit for women. This is on the 
increase. I am told that the principal rea- 
son why women take cigarettes is to re- 
main in the dining room with the men,”

The State Also Begins Action 
Against the Railroad’s 
Charter. 


SUITS THE RESULT 
OF UNDERHILL’S WORK. 


COMMISSION EXPERT SAID TO 
HAVE FOUND IRREGULARI- 
TIES IN MANAGEMENT. 


CONTROLLED LINES 
THAT PARALLELED IT. 


The Road Charged With Violating the 
State Constitution and With At- 
tempting to Escape the Com- 
mission’s Freight Rates. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., Jan. 7.—An interesting 
chapter in the fight between the State and 
the Texas railroads was written this after- 
noon when Assistant Attorney-General E. 
P. Hill, acting for the State, filed suit in 
the Fourteenth District Court of Dallas 
County, for the judicia) forfeiture of the 
charter of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad Co. of Texas, and for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver to take charge of all of 
the company’s property. 

While not\entirely unexpected, the action 
taken by the State came as a surprise and 
created intense interest. 

Judge W. J. J. Smith, who presides over 
the Fourteenth District Court, examined 


thé petition filed by Judge Hill and set the 
hearing of the case for 9 a. m., Jan, &%, 
The petition is a very lenghty one and un- 
covers numerous alleged violations of the 
State constitution Dy the defendant com- 
pany. Briefly stated, it recites: 

1—That the defendant railway company 
has violated Article X, Section 5, of the 
Constitution of the State of Texas, which 
prohibits the lease or purchase or in any 
way obtaining the control of any railroad 
owning or having under its control a paral- 
lel or competing line of railway. 

2—That it threatens to violate the same 
section of the Constitut:on still further in 
that it threatens to consolidate with the 
Sherman, Shreveport & Southern Railway 
Co., which is a competing line with itg said 
road. 

3—That the defendant company, being a 
corporation organized and existin 
and by virtue of the laws of the State of 
Texas, has violated the Constitution of 
that State in permitting itself to become 
consolidated with the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railway Co., a corporation organized 
and existing under the laws of the State of 
Kansas, and has injured the public by di- 
verting its traffic to the line owned by the 
sa.d Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway 
Co., thus impoverishing itself and then 
making such impoverished conditioh pro- 
duced by its violation of a law a pretense 
for the contention that the rates fixed by 
the Railroad Commiss.on of Texas are con- 
fiscatory and void. 

4—That is has violated still another sec- 
tion of the Constitution in issuing 6tocks 
and bonds for purposes not authorized by 


aw. 

5—That it has violated its charter obliga- 
tions by illegal management, because ac- 
cording to the statement of its own officers 
it is insolvent—that is to say, unable to 
pay the interest on its debt, its operating 
expenses, etc. 

6—That it has violated the statutes of the 
State in not having a majority of the Board 
of Directors residents of the State of Tex2e 
who are bona fide stockholders in said 
companv. 

7—That it has absorbed by purchase the 
railroad econstruct@d by the Galveston, 
Houston & Henderson Railroad Co. to the 
extent hereinbefore stated. 

Wherefore, complainant says that a suf- 
ficient cause exists for the judicial for- 
feiture of the charter of the defendant 
company, and that, acting under and by 
virtue of the mandate of section 22, ar- 
ticle IV, of the constitution of the State 
of Texas, leave is asked for the filing of 
this information, and for the privilege of 
prosecuting this suit to judgment. 

Complainant further prays that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of all 
of said property belonging to said defend- 
ant railway company of every kind and 
character within the limits of the State 
of Texas, whether the same has been 
herein specifically described or not, in- 
cluding rolling stock, terminals, trackage 
rights, switches, and such other property 
as may be used by said railway company 
in the operation of its said road, and that 
all of its agents be compelled to deliver 
said 
they be enjoined and restrained from in- 
terfering with said receiver in the man- 
agement of said property or in the opera- 
tion of the said lines of railroad until the 
further orders of this court. 

Complainant further prays that upon final 
hearing hereof it be adjudged that the said 
defendant company has violated the consti- 
tution and statutes of the State of Texas, 
as charged in this information, and that 
thie court shall enter its decree dissolving 
said corporation for the purpose of carry- 
ing into effect the provisions of the consti- 
tution and laws of the State, and that the 
receiver be directed to withhold possession 
of said railroad property of the defendant 
company until such time as the eeveral 
lines of railroad may be organized and put 
in condition to be operated in conformity 
with the constitution and laws of the State 
of Texas.

Mrs. Mollineaux Has Been Prostrated 
by the Harassing and Apparently 
Unwarranted Methods of 
the Detectives.

NEW YORK, Jan, 7.—Police officials and 
newspaper slieuths are apparently no near- 
er a solution of the Cornish poisoning case 
than they were 10 days ago when Mrs. 
Kate Adams died after drinking for bro- 
mo-seltzer a mixture received through the 
mail by Harry Cornish at the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic Club, Christmas eve. No 
arrests have been made anad there are 
still quite as many theories afloat as ever 
sprung from a nine days’ wonder. 

One of the most cruel results of the 
methods of authorities pursued is the piti- 
able condition of Mrs. Roland Molineaux. 
Bhe seems to have been a hard working 
choir singer, quiet and dignified. Ons 
of her friends was a Mr. Barnet, once a 
friend of Mollineaux. He died at the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club a year ago 
after drinking what he supposed was a 
“kutnow’ powder sent him through the 
‘mail by an unknown. TWenty days af- 
ter his death the woman married Yolll- 


neaux. 

She has now been dragged into this case. 
All of her letters to Barnett have been 
gent to the police. Every step of her life 
from babyhood to what this morning 
looked like, momentarily, to be her grave, 
has been looked into. She has been mis- 
described in a most reckless manner and 
her moral character .has been assailed 
inferentially on every side. , 

Two detectives are said to sleep in the 
house where she boards. Her condition is 
most precarious, as she is subject to heart 
trouble. On the surface the developments 
show little to justify suspicion against her 
husband or herself. The detectives declare 
that neither is “under suspicion,” yet they 
keep an eye on both. 

Mr. Mollineaux and his attorney, Barlow 
Weeks, report to the police once or twice 
daily and are doing everything to ferret 
out the guilty party. They have visited 
the place ‘where the silver bottle holder 
(in which was the bottle of polson) was 
sold, and Mollineaux was not identified. 
In like way he called and was not iden- 
tified at the store in which a sandy man 
bought a wig and the store where a man 
in a great hurry and some excitement 
bought a false red beard.

BANK MADE A.TAX GATHERER. 
Regulations for Cuba at Last Decided 


by the Secretary of War. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The War De- 
partment has finally decided to continue in 
force for a time at least the system of col- 
lecting taxes in Cuba practiced by the 
Spanish authorities, but with some very 
important changes made in the plan, all in 
the direction of liberality toward the tax- 
ayers and in the honesty of administration. 

he- plan is embodied in ai general 
order, which represents a vast amount 
of hard work by Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john, which was promulgated by the War 
Department to-day. It is a noticeable fact 
that the burden of collection is now as- 
sumed by the Government, instead of being 
'mposed On the tax-payer, while the heavy 
10 per cent increase in taxation which was 
levied as one of the last acte of the Spanish 
administration is remitted, as well as all 
acerued penalties. 

Until the military authority is prepared 
to perform the work, it is ordered that 
Banco Espanol de La Isla de Cuba (Span- 
ish Bank of the Island of Cuba) shall pro- 
ceed to collect the genera} taxes levied on 
persons and property in the island of Cuba 
for the fiscal year commencing July 1 
IS. und erding June 30, 1899. also taxes 
of similar character imposed by levies prior 
to 1 and now delinquent and unpaid. 
The money collected and received by said 
bank in payment of said taxes shall be 
reported daily to the commanding general 
at ayana and shall at all times be: sub- 
ject to the draft of the commanding general 
of the island or his authorized agent. 

All the taxes which were due and pay- 
able prior to the st day of December 

, and payment of which has not beon 
Made and which would he Subject to in- 
crease by penalties under the Spanish ad- 
ministration shall be relieved of such pen- 
alties or increase, if the amount originally 
levied ts paid by the 28th day of Februarv 
1898; otherwise said penalties are to remain 
in force and effect. The Banco Espanol de 
sla de Cuba is required to give a bond in 
the sum of $1,000,000 money of the United 
States and the bank shall deposit with the 
Secretary of War such other security as he 
shall from time to time demand.

A strong delegation will go to Jefferson 
City next week to urge the passage of 
the association’s measure, which aims to 
create a thighway commission in Missouri 
and to set asde 5 per cent of the sinking 
fund «appropriation for road _ purposes, 
equivalent to $500,000 annually.

The tax for roads will therefore involve no 
wdditional cost to tax payers.

THE IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT 
MEANS TO TREAT AMERICAN 
MEATS ON THEIR MERITS. 


BERLIN, Jan. 7.—The Imperial meat in- 
spection bill is again one of the foremost 
subjects discussed by the German news- 
papers. This measure early in the week 
was finally passed by the Prussian Cabinet 
and has gone to the Bundesrath which, it 
us understood, will make short work of it, 
as each of the Federal Governments has 


already considered it, and the present 
shape of the bill is virtually the resuit of 
mutual concessions made by the several 
governments. 

From an authoritative source it is learned 
that the task of agreeing to its final form 
proved very difficult to the Southern Ger- 
mans, and especially Wurtemburg and Ba- 
varia, which originally opposed any such 
legislation since they, thus far, have not 
been saddled with trichinosis inspection 
and saw no reason why the Huropean em- 
pires should be saddl with an expensive 
‘meat inspection merely because Prussia 
wished it. It was in deference to these 
South German votes that the Prussian Cab- 
inet gradually cut down the demands and a 
number. of the Agrarian features of the 
original draft of the bill were eliminated. 

Two ‘important modifications are the 
dropping of the clause providing for State 
remuneration for all cattle and meat de- 
clared unfit for sale and the insertion of a 
clause enforcing the inspection of all cat- 
tie and swine slaughtered for private con- 
sumption. 

The correspondent here of the Associated 
Press has interviewed a high Prussian of- 
ficial concerning the measure, who suid: 
‘For America the most vital and interest- 
ing features are that it simplifies and uni- 
fies the method of inspection, and _ that 
there will oniy be one inspection. There 
will be no prohibition against any class of 
American meat, though very étrong pres- 
sure was brought to bear on the Govern- 
ment to exclude certain kinds, especially 
sausage, canned meats and lard. The 
Bundesrath, however, is given full powers, 
under the bill, to make, in oase of neces- 
sity, a decree declaring against any and 
all kinds of foreign meat. But such action 
w'll not be taken unless there are better 
reasons for it. 

‘A difficult problem Is the treatment of 
American sausage, which ts left to the 
Bundesrath and Reichstag. Nothing in the 
whole bill is devised with the view of im- 
peding or preventing American imports. The 
whole bill is fair, and its methods cannot 
be ‘mpugned even in America.’’ 

The foregoing statements were substan- 
tially corroborated by an American expert 
now in Berlin, to whom they were com- 
municated. He said: “The tenor of the bill 
shows that the Imperial Government means 
to treat American meats fairly and on their 
merits. The option was given to the Bun- 
desrath to treat Amer‘can meats’ with 
greater severity, and corresponding with 
similar power resting in the Secretary of 
Agriculture on our side regarding certain 
German tmports. But the enforcement of 
the option will require spec'‘fic proof that 
American meats are injurious, and that is 
out of the question. The bill will not be an 
unmitigat evil for American Interests. 
il‘'therto in’ Germany there has been no 
confidence in our meat inspections, but: 
there ‘se almost a sacred confidence in Ger. 
man imperial inspection. Henceforth any 
American meats exposed for sale will be 
known to have been officially approved. and 
the result w'll be a corresponding increase 
in business, probably doubling our sales. 

‘The only paragraph in the bill which Its 
capable of mischief, if unfairly applied, is 
the one which sets forth that all imported 
meats must come in certain cuts and parts. 
We cut our meat differently from the Ger- 
mans, so mischief may lurk in that para- 
graph. However, I feel confident that the 
German Government will not apply the bill 
unfairly, as it fully realizes that there 
would be no wisdom in such a course, 
seeing that we hold trump cards in retalia- 
tion.”’ 

An tnteresting fact is that the Prussian 
veterinary experts to whom all samples of 
American sausages, etc., suspected of he- 
ing affected with trichinosis or other 
diseases, have been sent, have thus far 
been unable in any case to confirm the 
suspicions. 

The Government announces that several 
loads of American fruits inspected for the 
San Jose scale were recently selzed at 
Hamburg and at Stettin. In each case, 
however, the scales were dead.

These figures may appear large, but as 
a matter of fact they show a decrease in 
the amount of liabilities of 18 per cent as 
compared with last year, and of 46 per 
cent as compared with 1896. The only sec- 
tion of the country where an increase in 
the amount of liabilities appeared was New 
Engiand. Every other quarter, particular- 
ly the West and South, showed heavy re- 
uctions, 


In the opening dealings In the stock mar- 
ket the weak tone that prevailed in the 
final dealings yesterday was again evident, 
many stocks ropes sharply. In a rall 
that set in after the first 15 minutes’ deal- 
ings the Féderal Steel shares and Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit were the leaders, both 
recovering the whole of thelr early severe 
declines. 

Throughout the morning Southern Rajil- 
way preferred, Delaware & Hudson and 
Colorado Fuel and Iron showed  pro- 
nounced strength. The early weakness was 
to some extent due to the general declines 
shown in the London market for American 
stocks and to the continued heavy selling 
for foreign account in this market. The 
rally in the general market took place 
when it became evident that supporting 
orders had been sent into the market, par- 
ticularly in the speculative issues, this fact 
causing a general rush to‘cover on the part 
of the short fmterest. The closing was ac- 
tive and strong. 

While many new high records of price 
were made in the beginning of the week, 
the advances for the most part were los} 
later on, and the upshot of the week’s 
dealings, particularly in the standard is- 
sues, ‘has been rather limited and ffregular 
changes. There has been little change also 
in the general outside situation. Late in 
the week there was a slight flurry in the 
money market, or rather in its call loan 
division, owing to the return to the Govern- 
ment of about $1,100,000 held by the deposi- 
tary banks on account of the Pacific roads 
settlements, and the payment of an in- 
stallment by the Baltimore & Ohio. under- 
writing syndicate. The advantage in the 
money market may be properly described 
as a flurry, for there is no probability that 
the rates made on Friday will be maintain- 
ed for any length of time, and it is doubt- 
ful whether they will even be duplicated. 


The guarantees of low money rates lie both 
in the state of the interior money markets 
and in the foreign exchange situation. An 
advance in money in the New York market, 
if measurably sustained, would be’ certain 
to force a flow of funds from the interior 
and a stream of gold from Europe. The 
rates for commercial paper and for loans 
on time were unchanged. during the flurry 
in the. call loan market at the close of the 
week and banks In the interior are still 
buying paper in the New York market at 
3 per cent. : 

The week's purchase in London of $1,500,000 
pols for import to this country had really 
little connection with the local money mar- 
ket, as it was made possible and profitable 
by a rather budden drop in the open market 
price of gold in London, owing to the ar- 
rival of a large consignment of the metal 
from South Africa, but Europe's steady 
sales Of our securities have not by any 
means us up our vast credit trade 
balance.

THE REFEREE’S COMMENTS ON 
THINGS IN THE CYCLING 
| WORLD, GENERAL AND 
PARTICULAR. 


The Missouri Division, L. A. W., has 
moved its headquarters from the Union 
Trust building to No. ® North Fourth 
street. 

Chief Consul Billingsley took off his coat 
on the last day of the old year and had all 
the furniture moved, thus ridding the dl- 
vision of a large expense. 

In January, 1898, an office was rented in 
the Union Trust building by the officials 
of the division for the purpose of having 
downtown headquarters so that L. A, W. 
members could gather there and become 
acquainted with each other. Chief Consul 
Lucas had his hours there and Secretary- 
Treasurer Rosen, now the outlaw handi- 
capper, was there most of the time. Fora 
while the office presented a busy appear- 
ance and after a time it was scarcely ever 
visited by the members at large. It was 
kept by those officers until Garth Billings- 
ley became chief consul last fall and he 
has ever since been trying to get some one 
to take the white elephant, in the shape 
of the lease, off his hands, but without suc- 
cess and so it was kept until the lease ex- 


ired, 

P The office cost the division $300 for the 
year and that with printing stationery 
about took all the income. And we have 
nothing at all to show for the year. 


This estate of affairs leads me to ponder 
over the old question of wheelmen who are 
asked to join the League: “What will I get 
for a4 dollar?’’ During 1898 it can safely be 
said that there was absolutely nothing giv- 
en the Missouri men in return for their 
dollar. There were no such things as League 
benefits in this State. I really think that 
we could have gotten along just as well 
without the L. A. W. as with it. We had no 
road book, no dry streets schedule, no 
State meet, none of the good things and 
good times that we used to have under the 
administration of Robert Holm. Every cent 
of our money went for office rent, station- 
ery and postage. 

Chief Consul Billingsley has spent the last 
few months in getting the affairs of the di- 
vision in some sort of shape and gathering 
about him an efficient corps of committee- 
men and local consuls, and we shall sce a 
revival when the season opens up again, 


Arthur K. Peck, the defeated candidate 
for the office of Secretary-Treasurer of 
Massachusetts, has given notice that he 
will contest the election. d 


One of the New York papers recently sent 
a telegram to Bald, Gardiner, McFarland, 
Butler and Baton asking them if the L. A. 
W. should admit professionals to member- 
ship would they return to league rule, Bald 
replied that the racing men hed an organ!- 
zation of their own and that he would not 
go back. All of the others hedged, the 
substamee of their answers being that they 
would do as the others, did. Bald’s answer 
is amusing. It is true that the racing men 
have a union but they will never be al- 
lowed to govern racing. The track-owners 
have organized and their association will 
be found to be a more potent factor in 
racing control than that of the racing men, 
whose living is made by the use of their 
legs and not by the use of their brains, if 
they have any. The racing men are al- 
lowed one representative on the track-own- 
ers board and that is all the voice they 
will have. Their union could gtrike but 
cannot control, 

If the L. A. W. relinquishes the control 
of racing the riders wil Ifind themselves 
governed by the track-owners and pro- 
motors and they will then be sorry they 
have no disinterested body to appeal to. 


That wart on the face of cycling, the 
Cycle Board of Trade, was burned off last 
Monday when it disbanded, The telegram 
announcing the dissolution stated that it 
“regulated cycle shows, limited guarantees 
and tried to defend the interest of both 
cyclers and manufacturers.” That is all 
wrong. It killed cycle shows, it did Mmit 
guarantees, it did try to defend the in- 
terest of manufacturers, but it interfered 
with and in no small way injured the in- 
terest of cyclers. I am glad that the mass 
of corruption is buri out of sight for- 
ever. ;

While on the subject of racing it may 
be well to state that while crying out 
against the injustice done the racing men 
by the L. A. W. and its officials, the out- 
law organization has selected several mem- 
bers of the League and some ex-officials, 
who were kicked out of office, to run their 
affairs. The list includes one ex-handicap- 
er, two handicapers, one chief consul, one 
ex-champion racing man and a bicycle 
salesman.

Col. Pope’s prediction that the cut In the 
price of bicycles from $75 to $50 and $35 
would force nearly all of the emall makers 
out of the business is beginning to prove 
true. Already one small Massachusetts fac- 
tory has announced that it cannot compete 
with the large concerns at the figures for 
which wheels are gelling, and has decided 
to close up before it loses any money. Many 
others will struggle on until they are forced 
to close their doors. 

This is true of the dealers as well as the 
manufacturere, for we have seen the work- 
ings right here in St. Louls, where the num- 
ber of exclusive cycle dealers has droped

The Good Roads and Public Improvement 
Association has prepared the draft of a 
bill creating a non-partisan Highway Com- 
mission. The scheme was drawn up by the 
Good Roads convention, which met in 8t. 
Louis Nov. 22, 1897, end every effort is 
being made to push the measure through 
the Legislature, The act provides for the 
appointn.ent by the Governor, within 30 
days after its passage, of three competent 
persons to serve on a non-partisan high- 
way commission. 

The term of office Is fixed at six years. 
An annual salary and expenses are allowed. 
The headquarters will be in Jefferson City. 

The duties of this commission will be the 
gathering and systematizing information on 
the condition, construction and improve- 
ment of the public roads; on the topo- 
graphical and geological features of each 
county; and the establishing of a general 
bureau of statistics and advice concerning 
road tnatters: The commission will inquire 
into all the laws on the subject; prepare 


cross sections and plans for the use of 
county officials and in general will do 


system of permanent highways, 
of the commission embraces a report which 
shall be submitted yearly to the Governor 
and the preparation from time to time of 
bulletins of public interest. 

A popular feature is provided in the sec- 
tion of the act authorizing one member of 
the commission to visit each county in the 
State at ieust once a year, and there hold 
a public meeting and open discussion of all 
matters relating to highway improvement.

SISTER THERESA FOX, RELATIVE 
OF HENRY GEORGE, SUC- 
CUMBED TO GRIP. 


WAS BORN IN AUSTRALIA. 


After Forty Years of Devotion, a Sister 
of St. Vincent de Paul 
Passes Away. 


Sister Theresa Fox, who died at St. Vin- 
cent’s Seminary Friday of an aggravated 
case of grip, will be buried to-morrow 
morning. The funeral ceremonies will be 
held at St. Francis Xavier’s Church, Grand 
and Lindell avenues, at 9 o'clock. The in- 
terment will be at Calvary Cemetery. ‘ 

Sister Theresa was a sister of the wite 
of the late Henry George, the great ad- 
vocate of the s.ngie tax. Both Mrs, George 
and her son. Richard F.. are now in Bt. 
Louis, having come in response to a tele- 
gram sent last Wednesday announcing the 
critical condition of Sister Theresa. 

Sister Theresa was first stricken last 
Sunday. She grew-rapidly worse and, ow- 
ing to the Sister’s advanced age, the worst 
was feared. Mrs. George and her son ar- 
rived Thursday. They were just in time 
to. see Sister Theresa while she was still 
able to recognize them. Almost immedi- 
ately the venerable nun sank into uncon- 
sciousness and remained in that state un- 
til her death. 

Sister Theresa was one of the oldest nuns 
in St. Louis, having served continuously 
for forty years as a Sister of the Order of 
St. Vincent de Paul. She was born in Syd- 
ney, New South Wales, in November, 1541. 
When she was 7 years old her father died 
and the family emigrated to California and 
resided there for ten years. When she was 

Shortiy after that she 
became a nun. Her sister was married to 
Henry George, then a struggling miner in 
the California wold fields. 

Sister Theresa took her. first vows as a 
nun of the order of St. Vincent de Paul 
in the American mother house. Kmmets- 
burg, Ind., Jan. 7, 1837, exactly 40 years 
ago yesterday. 

She remained there for three years and 
was then sent to a field hospital near Mo- 
bile, Ala., to tend the sick and wounded 
soldiers as a Sister of Charity. She re- 
mained there during the civil war, a minis- 
tering angel, bringing peace and comfort 
wherever she went. After the civil war 
she was stationed in various cities, coming 
in 1887 St. Louis, where she remained 
till her death. 

By her noble spirit and kind heart she 
greatly endeared herself to all with whom 
she came in contact. The funeral will bea 
large one. Solemn high mass will be cele- 
brated at the church. Mrs. George and her | 
son will return to New York ‘Monday night.

Stii it was not without incident. There 
were no bilue-coated policemen to guard 
the ballot box but two detectives in citl- 
gens’ clothes were near. 


How they came to be there is part of 
the story which may stand as a foot note 

the history of the Woman’s Humane 
Gociety if it is ever written. 

For nearly two years the society, which 
was the first of its kind organized in the 
United States, has been rent in twain by 
factional differences. Certain members 
desired a change in the administration and 
when election time came around last year 
they started out to secure it. The election 
pvas held at the Lindell Hotel. 

The “regulars’’ re-elected Mrs. Comstock 
and the other incumbent officers. The op- 

sing faction ‘‘bolted,”’ elected a ticket of 
ts own and got possession of the books. 
The complications which followed lasted 
until July last, when the case was carried 
fnto court and the Comstock admininstra- 
tion was declared the legal one. The dis- 
‘wenting faction awaited yesterday's meet- 

to make another demonstration in 
force. The thing to be done was to in 
@ majority and this task fell to Mrs. 
IM . Calkins, who has all along been 
one of the most active of the dissenters. 
®Bhe induced five ladies to join the society, 
Just before yesterday's meeting she gained 
a sixth recruit in the person of Mrs. John 
Mahler. Mrs. Mahler graciously tendered 
the use of her husband’s dancing hall for 
the meeting. When Mrs. Calkins, who 
was among the first to arrive, suggested 
that Mrs. Mahler ought to join the society 
that lady readily consented and paid Mrs.

She is 
eaid to have the confidence of both fac- 
tions, and her election Is said by the mem- 
bers to have been in the interest of har- 
mony. The members of the society ars 
highly elated over the quietness and order 
which prevailed at the meeting.

VROOMAN IN LOKDOR 


PLANNING TO ESTABLISH A COL- 
LEGE FOR ASPIRING LA- 
BOR LEADERS, 


FIFTY FREE TUITIONS GIVEN. 


Supposed to Be Walter Vrooman, 
Prominent in the Last May- 
oralty Campaign. 


Cable advices from London tell of the 
advent there of two Americans, W. Vroo- 
man and C, A. Bairds, planning to establish 
a college for labor leaders. 

It appears that they went especially from 
America to carry out the project, and Mr. 
Vrooman Is said to be already known there 


as an ultra-Democrat, The college will be 
called Ruskin Hall. They have leased 
Steebs House, a mansion built in 1649, 
near Christian College, and it will be opened 
on Washington's birthday by a meeting in 
Oxford town haill. 

Ruskin Hall will accommodate #4 men. 
There will be no ordinary servants, but 


among the students will be cooks and other 
servants, who will get their board free in 
return for four hours’ daily work. The re- 
mainder of their time will be available for 
study. The entire expense of the students 
for board, lodging and tuition will be £1 per 
week, Fifty gratuitous tuitions will be 
given during the first two years and fifty 
students have already been selected for the 
first year.

TURN IN YOUR ARMS. 


Gen. Ludlow’s Proclamation to the 
People of Havana. 


HAVANA, Jan. 7.—Gen. Ludlow, the 
military commander of the District of: Ha- 
vana, hes issued the following proclama- 
tion to the citizens: 

“It is known that large quantities of 
arms and ammunition are in store at nu- 
merous places in this city, greatly in ex- 


cess of any possible requirements. These 
accumulations are the result of the war 
conditions which have existed for three 
years and now that the city is in a condi- 
tion of profound peace and no members of 
the community has any requirement for 
deadly weapons of the character indicat 

it is evidence at once of good faith an 
patriotism x. dispense with their reten- 
tion. Actudted by these feelings many 
citizens have ‘for several days past been 
voluntarily turning in these arms and have 
requested the United States authorities to 
receive them. 

“Castle la Punta has been designated as 
an armory for their deposit and “receipts 
are given for the weapons turned in.” 

By tne game proclamation physicians are 
required to report infectious diseases, sa- 
loons and restaurants are allowed to be 
open until midnight instead of closing at 
ll o'clock.

The fire department employs more 

horees that afte actually owned by the city 

than any other department and these horses 
earn their board and. keep many t-mes 
over. The big fine looking horses that 
plunge madly along the streets on a dead 
-viim, turn corners while gcing at breakneck 
speed, drawing fire engines puffing a cloud 
of eparks and smoke, hose reels with their 

Clanginge belis; and the long and cumber- 
geome hook and ladder trucks, always com- 
mand the admiration of everyone who wit- 
Nesses the run to a fire. And though the 
horses are on a dead run they invariably 
respond to the slightest command of the 
driver. Standing in the etalls the fire de- 
partment horse is on the alert as much as 
ja the fireman. and he eprings to his post of 

_. @uty without waiting for the command. 

It takes just 230 horses like this to 

the work of the fire department, and the 
horses are scattered throughout the en- 
tire city in every engine house. The horses 
are bought in the open market through the 
Commireioner of Supplies, who advertises 
for bids. It takes a good horse to meet 
the required standard. The animal must 
be 16 hands bigh; he must be between the 
ages of 6 and 8 years; he must weigh not 
less than 1600 pounds, and he must be 
sound in evgry particular. A _ veterinary 
Surgeon is employed by the fire department 
and every animal bought is subject to the 
most critical tests. Chief Swingley will 
take no chance on seeing a big conflagra- 
tion because a horse balked or his strength 
gave out. when answering an alarm. 

There is no rule against any color of a 
horse. He must be sound. No partichlar 

®breed is favored. They must be neither 
too large nor too sma!l. No narrow-chested 
horse is wanted, He must have’ good 
wind.

For sprinkling the streets there are four 

teams in a district, and there are 54 @is- 
tricts in the city. To draw all these street 
sprinklers 432 horses and mules are wsed. 
In the grading department 4 horses ove 
used every day for six months in the yea- 
It takes 300 horses daily to haul the mace 
adam and other material used In street con. 
truction and repairs. To ¢o the mach'ne 
strect sweeping it takes 19 horses. and 
they are used the year round. In the elean- 
ing department 55) horses are used. This 
includes horses that draw the carts in the 
block system d'strict and the macadam 
streets. Then there are seven civil ene 
gineers who keep horses that are kept by 
the city. 

It takes 25 horses and mules to keep the 
parks of the city in proper condition. Out 
in Forest Park there is hay to cut. drives 
to sprinkle, and much other work. Th's 
takes 3 horses and M mules. Carondelet 
Park uses 4 mules and O'Fallon Park bas 
2 horses. Park Commisisoner Ridgely uses 
a city horse and so does Supt. Pape. 

The Water Department at the Chain of 
Rocks, Bissell’s Point and other etations 
uses a number of horses. Then the repa'r 
wagons are drawn by horees. All these are 
owned by the city and they number 2. 

The Sanitary Department has six fuml- 
gating wagons and 12 horses are required 
to draw them. Then Mr. Francis, the Chief 
Sanitary Officer. and the Garbage Inspec. 
tor, have horses and buggies supplied by 
the city. 

The Health Department uses 2 horses 
every day in the year. Most of them are 
used in the ambulances at the three dis- 
pensaries, and they are not given a great 
while for resting. The long, fast dr'ves are 
hard on them, and the life of a horse in 
thie service is not more than 4 to 6 years. 

The horses are bought by contract in the 
open market, and the price cannot exceed 
$100. Short coupled animals are always 
selected, because they are usually tough, 
The horses must be over 15 hands high, 
and any color is acceptable. When a horge 
has outlived his usefulness in this depart- 
ment he is either sold or transferred to 
some other department.

house there are several old ambulance 
horses that produce the anti-toxin fluid used 
by the Health Department tn treating diph- 
theria.

The Police Stables. 


No part of the city’s interests is better 
Managed than stables of the Police Depart- 
ment. Dr. William R. Faulkner has com-

private business. He is not hampered by 
rules. He makes his own rules and his 
subordinates know better than to violate 
any of the doctor’s commands. 

Notwithttandirge the fact that there 
20 police stations in the city, with patrol 
Wagons at most of them, and that the 
chfef of police, the chief of detectives the

one of the police captains is supplied with 
a horse and buggy, and nowithstanding the 
fact that there are 95 patrolmen and seven 
sergeants in the Mounted District, Dr 
Faulkner manages to meet all demands 
with only 111 horses, 

The stables at the Mounted District are 
models. Officials from Boston visited Dr. 
Faulkner’s stables and were so impressed 
with their excellence that new police sta- 
bles were built in Boston, modeled after 
the St. Louis stables, There are no odors 
about the stables, though nearly 100 horses 
are stabled there. There are granitoid 
walks between the stalls, but the floors 
in every instance are of earth. The floo? 
is covered with a iiberal supply of shav- 
ings from the planing mill for beds, Tho 
earth floor, Dr. Faulkner says, is the only 
one fit to be considered, The earth @b- 
sorbs all impurities and prevents odors. 
The horse paws. If the floor be of wood 
concrete it injures his feet. In the 
summer time the earth floor is many de- 
grees cooler than any other floor. 

There is no red tape about the’ police 
stables. Dr. Faulkner has full sway. When 
horses are needed the doctor buys what he

It is seldom that a police horse dies. As 
soon as he begins to show that he is un- 
fit for service he is sent’ to the auction 
house and is sold for what he will bring.

There 
is a big pasture at Forest Park and during 
the pasture season there are eight or 10 
horses constantly grazing. 

The horseshoeing is done by a horse- 
shoer employed regularly by the police de- 
partment. Last year the horses were kept 
well shod all the time and the cost was 
only $139965. This brought the net cost 
down to 72 41-100 cents per set. 


In Other Departments. 


The street department, in the busy sSea- 
son, employs 1857 horses and mules. This 
is more than half the entire number used 
in all other departments combined.

COLD WEATHER IDEAS 
FROM PATENT OFFICE. 


HD brain of the Yankee inventor has bee n 
boiling over during the summer and tie 
fall with what he evidently hopes will be 

adopted as fads for the winter. In the last few 
months Uncle Sam has granted hundreds of what 
may be termed “cold weather patents. whohe 
gemall boy will be interested in some brand new 
ideas in ekates. Ideas must be brand new, otner- 
wise Uncle Sam’s examiners will not grant patents 
for them. The very latest skate, patented this 
winter, has two runners, like a small sled, 
practically form but one, however, being but 
half inch apart. Each in itself has a double edge 
and when dull is simply turned upside down. 
The inventor figures that a ekate of this make 
will need sharpening but a fourth as often 
ordinary one and that the ankle cannot turn with 
the double runner. { 


as an 


Another man has just re- 
ceived a patent for a freak skate which is hinged 
in the middie so that each foot in reality has 
bencath it two blades, the smaller one under the 
front of the toe, Thus, the pedal appendage is 
allowed the same bending in skating as in walking 
or rupning. Still another novelty in é6kKates 1s 
claimed to reduce friction against the ice well 
nigh to a minimum. Each runner is an endless 
chain of little blades, which revolves over two 
axles. one under the heel.and the other beneath 
the toe, 

Even more novel are many ideas in 
eleichs. The very latest sled for the small boy 
is an express-wagon body having spiked veloci- 
pede wheel, with pedals, in front and runners be- 
neath. He sits upon a board seat forward and 
while furnishing more than sufficient motive 
power for his own propulsion makes abundant 
room fora passenger behind. A day or two ago a 
Minnesota man had patented an attachment for 
eleighs whereby the necessity for horse, steam or 
electric power is claimed to be obviated. Beneath 
the seats are treadles which connect with pulleys 
and jim-cracks galore and which, when actuated, 
not only supply all of the motive power needed 
to give the vehicle the speed of lubricated at- 
mogphereic electricity, but warm the feet and keep 
the blood generally in circulation. Still another 
of this year’s fads is described in the specification 
of a patent issued to Mr. Hammann of Hamburg, 
who claime to have hit upon a scheme to com- 
pletely revolutionize the propulsion of sleds, cars 
and carts on snow, ice or other frozen surfaces. 
A revolving gear being actuated moves groups of 
pointed levers against the slippery surface in such 
manner that they push the vehicle rapdily along 
like so many fast moving legs kicking their heels 
out behind and sometimes supporting the entire 
weight above them. 

Another novel idea considered patentable ts a 
hand-warming lamp to be placed in the handle 
of policemen’s “‘billies.’’ Similar devices are for 
canes and umbrellas. A New York man has just 
received a cane of this order, which burns acety- 
Jene gas and which may also be used as a torch at 
night.

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CITY BUILT OF SALT 
A DREAM OF BEAUTY. 


HERE is a city built of salt in Austria so 
large that it would take three weeks to 
visit its every portion. Men have worked in 

its hollows for centuries. It is in the center of 
the Gallacian salt industry. For 1,000 years the 
workers of the salt mines have been busy turn- 
ing this underground city into a dream of ball- 
rooms, chapels, altars, restaurants, railways, 
chandeliers, staircases and pillars, The length of 
the city is nearly three miles. 

Visitors to the salt city can descend by a slop- 
ing staircase or an elevator. The ball-room in 
Which the visitor finds himself is immense, with 
solid mural decorations, galleries and stalwart 
pillars, as well as shinging chandeliers, Since 1870 
when it was dedicated, it has witnessed many 
memorable scenes. On one end of the room a 
colossal Austrian eagle is painted on the slabs 
of salt. 

St. Anthony’s Chapel, next the ball-room, has 
been the resort of thousands of the faithful since 
it was built in 1698. Beautifully carved shrines or- 
nament the room. 

Descending from the first floor to the next, the 
visitor is fascinated by the beautiful sight of the 
Bient chamber “Michalowice,” finished in 1761, 
after 40 years of labor. ‘It is 59 feet long, 93 
bread and 18 high—the roof supported by a 
wocden ftamework to avoid disaster. A salt 
chandelier of 300 lights gleame in the center. 

The third floor of the salt mine contains the res- 
taurant and railway station. Twenty-five miles of 
railway from all parts of the mine join here, and 
the buffet is well patronized by the thousands of 
visitors, 
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FARMING IN PARIS 
UNDER THE STREETS. 


HE Paris of the pavement, gay, bright and 
hilarating, is fairly familiar to us all, but 
underground Paris, dark, solitary and damp, 

extending for miles, is comparatively unknown, 
A part of this area is devoted to the catacombs— 
a valley of dry bones, a garden of the dead; 
the rest, a garden still more vast, provides for 
the wants, or rather the luxuries of the living—it 
is devoted to mushroom culture. 

These eubterranean gardens extend for some 
twenty miles under the gay capital, and are from 
2 to 160 feet beneath the surface. It is very 
difficult to obtain permission to yisit them, and 
even When permission is obtained it requires 
Some courage to avail one’s self of it, for the 
only entrance is a circular opening like the mouth 
of a well, out of which a long pole stands; 
through this pole, fastened at the top only, at 
fairly long intervals, sticks are thrust. This prim- 
itive ladder, tlre base of which swings like a pen- 
dulum: in the impenetrable darkness below, is 
the only means of reaching the caves, 

Unused stone quarries are utilized for these 
mushroom gardens, the interiors of which may 
be compared to vast rock temples, with galleries 
radiating in every direction. These caves are 
divided among different ownere. and are under 
government supervision and are periodically in- 
Bpected. Fhese inspections do not really amount 
to much, for only the owners themselves are 
familiar with the winding passages, and without 
their direetion and guidance no supervision would 
be pessible, 

Mushroom growing ts very expensive at. first 
to the cultivators. The most perfect cleanliness 
has to be observed near the beds, which are about 
ez Inches high and about th Same in diameter; 
they are covered over with silverisand and a whit- 
ish clay, and run in parallel lines. with only a nur- 
Tow path between. 

An important item th mushroom culture is 
fresh air, and the farmer must know exactivy how 
much Oxygen. is needed for the r spiration of 
the fungi. Airholes are bored here and there, 
beneath Which, in many places, coke fires are 
Ht, which consume a certain amount of coke every 
twenty-four hours; this imeures the necessary 
renewal of fresh air Temperature and moisture 
have also to be studied, nee: sitating partitions 
of straw laid between lathe of wood, and many 
qoere to regulate the éurrent of air in these 
labyrinthine passages. 

After the earth has arrived down the shaft 
the underground gardeners form it into heds 
1% feet wide and high, and arranged in rows 
this being the condition experience has proved 
best adapted to bring the manure up to the 
everage temperature of from 15 to &» degrees 
Centigrade, necessary for the fructification of 
the fungi. 

To construct these beds evenly an interesting 
method ie adopted, each workman sits astride his 
bed, as if op horseback, fills his arms with earth 
and presses {t down between his legs, and thus 
they move along the beds with the jolting motion 
of a rider. In this manner the beds are regularly 
"And evenly arrunced and pressed like so many 
furrows.

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DEVION’S DATE LINE 
THROUGH THE PACIFIC, 


HE date line dogs not follow the 180th cr 
any other meridian for its entire course, 
but takes a somewhat devious roure 

through the Pacific. It is strange that it is 
shown on very few maps of the world. The rea- 
sons why a crooked course was given to it and 
was placed in the Pacific are interesting and eas- 
ilv uncerstood, 

Suppose the date line had been run through our 
country on the meridian of Chicago. In that case, 
when it was Monday in New York. Cleveland and 
Indianapolis it would be Tuesday all the way from 
Chocago to San Francisco and out on the Paciile. 
Of course that would be a serious business in- 
convenience. It is evident that the date line 
should not pass through any continents. It is 
practically a necessity that such a line had to be 
fired somewhere, but it obviously had to run 
through an ocean, 

It should not pass through the Atlantic Ocean, 
because in that case, when it was Monday in 
Louden, Paris and Hamburg it would be Tuesday 
in the United States; and this would be incon- 
venient in regions that have such enermous in- 
terests in common and are so closely united by 
telegraphs and cables. The best place for the 
date line was in the Pacific Ocean. If we follow 

line through the Pacific we shall observe that 

» ideas above expressed have had due weight in 
marking its course. 

Passine through the middle df bering Strait, the 
line suddenly turns to the southward till it reaches 
170th degree east longitude. In this way Bering 
Island and the entire Aleutian chain, all a part of 
North America, are kept on the American side 
of the line. When it is Monday in New York 
it is also Monday in Attu, our most western 
American possession. 

Then the line sweeps eastward again and fol- 
lows the 180th meridian far south until it reaches 
the neighborhood of the Fiji Islands. As this 
group and other islands round about belong to 
Gireat Britain, and are closely united in business 
relations with New Zealand and Australia, the line 
takes a wide sweep to the east so as to give them 
all the same calendar day. It then returns to the 
180th meridian, which it follows to the Antarctic. 

The annexation of the Philippines, which lie 60 
degrees beyond the 180th meridian going. west, 
makes it incumbent on all Americans to know 
everything about the date line. 


FRIDAY IS NOT THE 
ONLY UNLUCKY DAY. 


N ancient times the heathen were so super- 
«titious with regard to certain days that 
they were pointed out in their calendars with 

different colored characters to mark the lucky 
ones and the unlucky, and all classes arranged 
the details of their daily life with reference to 
these marks, 

We of the present day claim to be free from all 
this, but many there are in this superstitious 
th century who will not begin a journey nor a 
piece of work on Friday, nor cut the hair in the 
last quarter of the moon, and who are very much 
frightened if the soft rays of Luna chance to fall 
upon the face while they are asleep. 

Friday is ever under a ban; even with regard to 
the weather, there is an old saying which declares 
that. 


Friday's moon, 
Come when it will, comes too soon. 


In the “Book of Knowledge” there is the fol- 
lowing account of the perilous days of every 
month: 

In the change of every moon be two daye in 
which what thing soever is begun, late or never, 
it shall come to no good end, and the days be 
full perilous for many things. In January when 
the moon is three or four days old; in February, 
Sth or 7th: in March, 6th or 7th; in April, 5th or 
Sth: May. 8th or 9th; June, 5th or 15th; July, 3d 
or 18th; August, 8th or 13th;September, 8th or 18th; 
October, Sth or 12th: November, ith or 9th; De- 
cember, 3d or 13th.”’ 

There are many superstitions connected with 
New Year’s day; one that is still firmly believed 
by many of the devout is that of opening tne 
Rible at random and putting the finger on any 
chapter contained in the two open pages. It is 
helicved that the luck or unluck of the coming 
year will in a greater or less degree be fore- 
shadowed by some'‘of the lines. 

Again, others believe that it Is very unlucky to 
take anything out of the house on New Year's 
morning before taking something in; the old 
rhyme which expresses this belief runs as fol- 
lowe: 

Take out, then take in, 
Bad luck will begin: 
Take in, then take out, 
Good luck comes about. 


Certain days for births have generally some 
particular attribute given them which tell us that 
the child: 

Born on Saturday, work hard for your living; 
Rorn on Tuesday, full of God’s grace; 

Born on Wednesday, sour and sad; 

Rorn on Thursday, merry and giad; 

Korn on Friday, worthily given; 

Born on Monday is fair of face; 

Born on Sunday, you will never know want. 

The quaint Scotch version varies’ somewhat 
from this, yet they undoubtedly had the same 
origin:

SQUINTING EYES DUE 
TO FRIGHT OR A FIT. 


N A recent paper on the subject of convergent 
strabismus by Prof. Priestly Smith, which 
constituted the last Bowman lecture of the 

Ophthalmological Society, it is stated that the on- 
ser of strabismus is often attributed to a fit, a 
fright, a fall or other *occurrence, and still 
more often to an illness such as whooping cough 
or measles. Making allowance for the frequency 
of such events among children and for a certain 
disregard of time and sequente in their elders, it 
seems to me. says Prof. Smith, highly probable 
eauses are very often real 


that these supposed 
causes, Some such explanation of the onset was 
given, With ehow of reason, in more than two- 
fifths of my cases, and the proportion. would no 
doubt have been higher had not many of the 
patients been brought by persons who knew noth- 
ing of their antecedents. 

In many cases the history was definite and not 
to be upset by crose-examination. For example, 
a child who had never been seen to squint before 
came from school squinting badly, having that 
morning having been put into a corner with a 
cloth over her head. Another did the same im- 
mediately after having his head pushed into a 
bucket of water by his brother; another after sit- 
ting in scalding water; another after being terri- 
flied by a monkey which jumped on to her shoul- 
der No less clear in many cases wae the history 
of cnpset during measles, Whooping cough or other 
constitutional disorders. 

Ail these are conditions which may gravely dis- 
turb the nervous system. Shock, anger or appre- 
hension may impair the control of muscular ac- 
tion. They cause the Knees to shake, the voice 
to tremble, and even the hand of the ophthalmic 
surgeon to become, unsteady, Febrile disorders 
cause delirium, convulsions and sometimes tran- 
sient strabismus and leave the nervous system 
exhausted. Is it not highly probable that such 
disorders occurring in young children may inter- 
rupt the action of those higher centers which 
control the movements of the eyes, and this not 
only where control is already difficult by reason 
of amblyopia or error of refraction, but even in 
children whose vieual apparatus ts normal for 
their time of life, but not yet fully’ developed? 
The old idea that the squinting child needs a 
little skillful surgery and nothing more is dying 
out. Most people know that glasses are often 
necessary, but that the child may require teach- 
ing. at some trouble, to use the squinting eye is 
a new idea to many. It is easily grasped, how- 
ever, and must be grasped if our efforts are to be 
effective. I have used the word educative as a 
help in that direction. Of course, there are par- 
ents and there are children on whom all time and 
trouble spent in this way are entirely thrown 
away, but on the whole I have been surprised at 
the care and patience with which directions have 
been carried out, even in homes where one might 
Jeast expect it ey i ae 
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SILENCE AND SOUND 
DIFFER IN DEGREE. 


HERE is no such thing as silence. What 
men call silence includes all noises below 
the limit at which the human ear will regie- 

ter sound, but silence is really full of sounds that 
pass unnoticed. 

This interesting fact has just been revealed by 
an instrument invented by Prof. A. G. Webster 
of Clark University to photograph sound, 

The device can photograph ans sound from the 
roar of an explosion to the noise made by a 
draught of air passing through a room. 

The machine consists of a‘set of movable mir- 
rors and prisms which act in conjunction with a 
diaphragm. 

The slightest sound will cause this diaphragm 
to vibrate. On the inner side of the diaphragm is 
attached a very emall circular mirror weighing a 
fraction of a grain. 

When a-sound, however slight, enters the reso- 
nator or receiver of the instrument, the dlaphragm, 
and consequently the small mirror, vibrate back- 
ward and forward, and a small beam of light is 
sent. careening about among the other mirrors 
and the prisms, and is made finally to resolve it- 
seif into a series of colored fringes. 

These fringes are projected through a series of 
slits in a screen, until by the time the light reaches 
the photographic plate it takes the form of a 
waving line. 

This waving line is projected on a screen by 
means of a lantern, and may be viewed if neces- 
sary by a number of persons at once. 


‘ARMIES AND NAVIES 


OF FIGHTING POWERS. 


ERMAN military authorities have found em- 
ployment for the ‘Mennonite private who 
refused to bear arms through conscientious 

scruples by assigning him to the company of la- 
borers at Magdeburg. They had tested his re- 
ligious convictions by keeping him in prison for 
nearly three years on charges of insubordination. 
The annual field maneuvers of the British regu- 


lar and volunteer forces are much hampered by 
restrictions growing out of laws forbidding tres- 
passing on game preserves. “‘Inclosed woods and 
plantations’ cannot be entered by troops, despite 
the fact that in war ‘“‘woods and plantations” are 
frequently the keys of positions. 

Capt. J. T. F. Bruijn of the Netherlands Navy 
strongly condemns the present plans of the ad- 
miralty for building armor-clad men-of-war. 
Were Holland to build a whole fleet of ironclads, 
according to its resources, he argues, it still 
would be quite unable to compete with any of the 
great sea powers. Why, then, he continues, in- 
asmuch as Holland intends never to take the of- 
fensive in war, should not the State apply itself 
to fortifying its harbors, both at home and in the 
colonies, building small gunboatts, torpedo boats 
and such like for coast defense and those only? 

The Formidable, the latest and greatest battle- 
ship to be added to the British Navy, has a dis- 
placement of 15,000 tons, and the following di- 
mensions: Length between perpendiculars, 400 
feet; length over all, 430 feet; beam, 75 feet. In 
commenting on the launching of this big destroy- 
er, the Pall Mall Gazette said: ‘‘Not only is she 
the first of the improved Majestics to leave the 
slips, but she will receive at the hands of Lady 
Laicy ‘Hicks-Beach a name that is honored in 
British naval history only second to that of the 
Victory herself. -There has been but one Formida- 
ble, and that was the noble ship in which Rod- 
ney hoisted his flag when he attacked and 
smashed the French fleet under the Comte de 
jresse off Dominica on that memorable 12th of 


, April, 1782, and saved the West Indies. It was an 


engagement in which the two fleets were equally 
matched in the number of ships, but the British 
were inferior in armament and men. It was the 
severest naval engagement ever fought, as well as 
one of the most critical.” 

It is open to queséion whether France has had 
her money’s worth out of Private Petit, Who was 
recently serving in the One Hundred and Fifty- 
eighth Infantry regiment at Lyons. Petit was 
born in the Republic of Paraguay, of French 
parents, who neglected to make the necessary 
declaration at the consulate. Ignorant of this, he 
came to France, and was promptly arrested as a 
deserter, and sentenced to a term of imprison- 
ment. When this was over he did his three 
years’ service, at the expiration of which he de- 
manded, in accordance with the law, his expenses 
for his journey home. Attempts were made to 
persuade him that France was a more desirable 
country to reside in than Paraguay, but he re- 
fused to be convinced, and insisted on the sum 
to which he was entitled being paid to him. Ex- 
penses being allowed at the rate of so much per 
kilometer. Petit’s little bill came to 4125 francs. 
It may be doubted if his services to his country 
were worth this amount.

TEACHING CANARIES 
HOW TO SING WELL. 


HE musical academy of the canary breeder 
has its professors, the stamp of whose style 
is left on the pupils as distinctly as that of 

the vocal exvert influences the students of the 
ecnservatory. Every breeder makes it his busi- 
ness to constantly be on the lookout for old cock 
birds of repute es songsters. These are never 
used for breeding. but are usually kept in small, 
darkened cages. They are the masters on which 
the musical education of the young bird depends. 

When the nestlings are about six weeks old the 
cocks are taken away and put in a darge cage 
until they have developed properly. After two 
months they are put singly into smaller cages, 
and placed in a room with the master bird, yet so 
that they cannot see each other. Now comes 
the testing of the young voices, and the breeder 
hstens carefully to judge their quality and prog- 
ress the birds are making. 

The best singers are picked out and put into 
what are called “single boxes,”’ small wire, dark- 
ened cages placed inside a tin box. At one side 
ia a curtain, which is withdrawn when the bird 
is to sing. The greatest care is taken that the 
canaries never hear an inferior bird, or, in fact, 
any other sort of bird, as they are apt quickly to 
learn Wrong notes, and so epoil their song. 

The birds, too, are kept very quiet, and allowed 
to sing only under pleasant conditions, as it is 
considered that any kind of disturbance or fright 
is likely to create a broker, jerky kind of melody. 
The excellence of the song consists not so much 
in its loudness, or even in its tone, as in varied 
repetitions of certain strains. Each melody has 
its special name and the birds are classed accord- 
ing to the tunes they sing. 

There are twenty-two different «trains, and 
some birds have a compass of four octaves. The 
education of the canary involves six months of 
incessant watchfluness and activity on the part 
of the breeder. When the bird has reached seven 
months he is supposed to have acquired his mu- 
sical education, although a talented pupil ts often 
lef, with the master t longer, in 
gain special Gnish.

EXPENSIVE CROWNS 
OF KINGS AND QUEENS. 


CCORDING to the Court Jeweler, published 
in Germany, the crown that adorned 
Queen Wilhelmina of Holland on her cor- 


onation, and which was once stolen and regained, 
is valued at $600,000. 

Thie is not the only crown that has had an 
adventure. Prince Drago, grandnephew of Isa- 
belle, former Queen of Spain, visited Ameri- 
ca a few years ago for the purpose of re- 
gaining the crown the Queen had disposed of. 
Much to his chagrin he found that it. had been 
bought up as a valuable addition to the jewels 
of the Countess de Castellane, daughter of the

‘late Jay Gould. The price paid for it was $125,- 
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Queen Victoria’s crown*is set with 2500 dia- 
monds, 233 pearls and a most extraordinary ruoy. 
The crown is valued at $1,600,000. 

The crown of Portugal is said to be worth 
$5, 200,000. 

An enormous price was paid for the making 
of the Czar of Russia’s crown, which is orn- 
amentd with five beautiful large diamonds and a 
gtant ruby. 

The crown worn by the Emperor of Austria 
was made 800 years ago for Stephen II., King 
of Hungary. 1t weighs 14 pounds, has 53 sapphires, 
o0rubies, one smaragd and 23 pearls, 

All these jewels are trifies compared with some 
of the Oriental royal headgear. The jubilee jewel 
of the Sultan of Johore, in Malaka, for instance 
is valued at $14,000,000. ; 


CRIMINAL LAW AND 
ITS ENFORCEMENT. 


NE of Australia’s. ablest hangmen went on 
Strike for increased salary” a couple of 
weeks ago. He had somewhere picked up 

the rates of pay which man-butchers get in other 

countries (in France the executioner gets £300 a 
year), and he protested against playing the black- 
leg any longer. He was persuasively talked over, 
however, and the strike is off. 4 

With the demolition of Mazas prison, in Paris, 
the first prison in France constructed on the old 
cellular system has disappeared. There were 1200 
cells, radiating like the spokes of a wheel, and 
60 arranged that each prisoner could see the 
chapel from the door and listen to divine service 
Without leaving his cell. 

Until very recently the police and military of 
cities in the Argentine Republic were classed on a 
par with the criminal] population, and thugs and 
even murderers were frequently sentenced by 
judges to serve so many years in the army or on 
the police force. An Irish laborer who had mur- 
dered a native in Cordoba, Argentine Republic, 
was sentenced to six years of police duty. ‘This 
practice finally became so prevalent in Cordoba 
that a foreigner having business on the streets 
after dark would arm himself, not against foot- 
pads, but against the guardians of the peace. 

There are at present several old convicts in 
Fremantle (Westralia) jail, who, though their time 
has long expired, live on there. They give as 
their reason that all the people they knew in 
the old country must be long since dead, so they 
prefer to remain where so much of their life has 
been spent. The old fellows are allowed to go 
into town, but must be back in time for lock-up. 
Prcvision is made in the parliamentary estimates 
for their support. 

During the year ended in September last 1253 
criminals were sentenced in Iowa. 

Swedish criminal law makes confession neces- 
sary before a capital sentence can be carried out. 
If the culprit persists in protesting his innocence 
in the face of overpowering evidence, the prison 
discipline is made extremely strict and severe until 
the desired confession is obtaind. 

In the criminal jail of Rangoon the British of- 
ficlals have introduced a method of making the 
cenvicts work. It is a treadmill on a large scale. 
Big wooden cylinders about seven feet in diame- 
ter are provided with keen-edged plank steps all 
around... Above the cylinders at a convenient 
height tWeréd {3a heavy iron pole stretching across 
the entire room, upon which the chains of the 
ecnuvicts working in the treadmill are fastened. 
When they are all in their places, the bolt hold- 
ing the cylinders in one position is removed and 
convicts must tread, tread, without a stop, for two 
hours anda half. If one of them stops treading 
he slips down as far as the chain permits, but 
the plank steps beat against his shinbones so vig- 
orously that the skin is bruised and scraped. 

This is exceedingly painful, and the convict hur- 
riedly catches up the next 6tep and tries to tread 
along with the others. This barbarous punish- 
ment is a necessity, however, for the natives are 
extremely fanatical, and death has no terrors for 
them: imprisonment would be for them a favor- 
ite method of living a life of seclusion and med- 
itation, with no care for food or lodging, were it 
not for the compulsory work. The large shed 
containing the six treadmill cylinders is situated 
next to shops where the power is used in. wood- 
working machinery. About 70 convicts are at 
work there at one time. 

It is a well-known fact in legal circles, and for 
that matter everywhere else, that the most hard- 
ened criminals fear the lash as they fear nothing 
elke. A man whose brutality has been worse 
than could be thought possible and whose crime- 
hardened face grows harder before the judge and 
jury, cvringes abjectly when sentenced to the pen- 
alty of the lash. It is not too much to say that 
this type of criminal would sooner hear a sen- 
tence of five years’ imprisonment than listen to 
the passing of the sentence of the lash, It is 
interesting, therefore, in this connection, to note 
the views on the subject of one of Her Majesty's 
most prominent judges. Mr. Justice Day recently 
had before him five prisoners charged with and 
convicted of the crime of robbery with violence. 
These he divided into two groups, the reclaimable 
and the irreclaimable. To the three whom he 
considered reclaimable he awarded four months’ 
imprisonment and forty strokes with the lash; to 
the two irreclaimable he gave seven years penal 
servitude. There can be no doubt in the world 
that the ‘“‘reclaimables” would gladly have 
changed places with their more hardened breth-

ANIMALS ABOUND IN 
MECHANICAL SCIENCE. 


HE English language hase been enriched 
by many words drawn from other tongues 
to facilitate direct and comprehensive ex- 

pression on all subjects. 

Within the language itself a similar principle 
has prevailed, and old words of well-established 
meaning have been adopted in the science and arts 
to designate certain things or operations that 
eéeemed to resemble those from which the ndmes 
were taken. In their new relations these words 
have strictly technical meanings. 

Their suitability, is often obvious enough in 
English, but they can rarely be rendered in their 
exact technica] sense into their actual equivalents 
in foreign tongues, 

The machinist employs a dog on his lathe; he 
takes a hog cut, if the tool will etand it; the cast- 
ings are made from pigs of iron, which in turn 
were fed from a sow. 

Work is set upon a horse or buck, and punched 
or bent by convenient bear. Hoisting is done by a 
crab, and a convenient cat is a part of the out- 
fit of a shop crane, and a kit of tools is ever at 
hand. 

A crow helps to straighten work, a jack to lift 
it. a mule pulley aids in driving machinery that a 
donkey engine turns. A fish connects parts end 
to end, or strengthens a broken beam; shells are 
used all over; a worm does powerful but quiet 
work. 

A cock shuts off the water: one kind of a ram 
raises it and another does heavy work. A print- 
ing press has a per valve motion and drive, and 
butter-fly valves are common, 

Herring-bone gears are used by the best bulld- 
ers; turtles fit printing press cylinders, and fly 
wheels are running all over the world. In drilling, 
even an old man ig called into service and doc- 
tors prevent faulty lathe work. 

But from the human body itself we borrow the 
name of nearly every principal part, as head, 
neck, chest, arm, leg and toe; heel, sole and foot; 
elbow, shoulder, wrist and knee, knuckle and 
finger: rib and diphragm; eye, ear, nose and 
cheek: mouth, tongue and tooth; throat and gul- 
let; back, side and belly. 

From the minor animals also we get snout and 
horn, tail and claw, wing and feather, quill and 
spur, fin and scale. 


CAPITAL CITIES AND 
THEIR POPULATION. 


MONG the capitals of all nations, numbering 
fifty-seven of autonomous States, Washing- 
ton stands twenty-sixth. But there is one 

peculiarity about this matter that, while the cap- 
ital of the United States is merely one of our 
fourth-rate cities, the capitals of all the other 
countries of the world, excepting seven, are the 
principal cities of those countries in the items of 
both population and commercial scope. The eight 
autonomous countries of the world whose capital 
cities are of secondary importance to othere there.

LUMINIFEROUS ETHER 
AND SHOEMAKERS’ WAX. 


ORD KELVIN likened the _ luminiferous 
ether to a mass of shoemakers’ wax. What 
Lord Kelvin said of shoemakers’ wax may 
be tested by any boy in a manner that will as- 
tonish his playmates. First, let it be said that 
the ether penetrates all space. It is as rigid as 
Steel and yet 3b flexible that it does not fre tard 
the passage of planets through space in the least, 
It is aninvisible substance which travels in waves 
through all things. Now, to illustrate the nature 
of such a paradoxical material, Lord Kelvin 
eearched everywhere, and at last concluded that 
shoemakers’ wax represented it best. Ile made 
tests and this is what he found: 

He melted some wax in a common glass tumbler. 
After it had hardened he tried to thrust a lead 
pencil through it. It would not go. Then he 
placed a coin on the surface of the wax and left 
it there for several days. When he again visited 
it the coin had eunk to the bettom of the glass. 
The wax had closed over it, and by lifting up the 
glass and looking through the bottom he could 
see the coin lying there. Had the wax been as 
deep as a we ll the coin would have gone on sink- 
ing until It reached the bottom. This proved that 
the wax would confrm only to very siow move-

An idea struck the scientist. If the wax acted 
like thie toward the coin, how would it treat an 
object which floated? He accordingly placed a 
cork in a tumbler and poured hot shoemakers 
wax upon fit. The wax hardened with the cork 
at the bottom, Yet when Lord Kelvin looked at 
the bottom of the glass ina day or (wo, he found 
the cork had disappeared. It was somewhere in 
the mass of wax and probably rising very slowly, 
but surely, toward the top. Sure enough, after @ 
given period of time the cork peeped above the 
surface of the hard wax and finally it rose to a 
point where it remained half imbedded in the wax, 
just as it would have done in a glass of water. 
It rose no higher than this, however, and a cork. 
screw probably would not have pulled it from the 
wax. Yet his own buoyancy had raised it up 
from the bette, Seer what seemed an jJm- 
strable mass Of Wax. .

De Metz arrived by his observations at two prine 
ciples on which he founded his colony. The first 
was that work on the soil was in itself a remedial 
ana moralizing labor. The second principle was 
that the boys mueét be distributed in small groups 
or families, each in a small house of its own 
under the care ofa house-father, These house- 
fathers De Metz not only selected with the greate 
est care, but subjected them to a preparatory 
course of study and training. There are no walls— 
all is as open ae the country; but attempts to ese 
cape are very rare and never successful because 
the deserters always are brought back, ‘The sen. 
tence is indeterminate, ana fne boys stay as @ 
rule till their 18th or 20th year. Boys specially 
unsuited to agriculture or exceptionally capable 
mechanically are taught trades. But the great 
industry is farming. It is a rule that the colony 
must produce all it consumes. Moreover, the 
best scientific methods and appliances are em- 
Ployed, for it is held that Mettray should show 
the country a model farm, and the colony has 
received many coveted medals for its fine products 
at agricultural fairs. 

The moral und remedial results have been aston. 
ishing. Within two years the percentage of re- 
committals after discharge fell from 75 per cent 
to 14 per cent, and later to & per cent. In the @. 
years 6000 lads have been rescued, snatched “like ’ 
rea. from the burning,” and made good cCitle 
ens, ' . 


THE EIDER DUCK 


OF THE FAMOUS DOWN,’ 


HE common eider duck of the Atlantic and 
Arctic coasts is usually about twenty-six 
inches in length; its plumage is chiefly 

white, but its tall, its quills and the stripes above 
its eyes are black. 

Eiderdown is much valued for its superior 
warmth, lightness and elasticity, and the elder 
duck from which the down is obtained is, from @ 
commercial standpoint, a very valuable fowl. 

On and about the shores of Scandinavia elder 
ducks are found in great numbers and are strictly 
protected by law. Many land-owners have col- 
onies of these ducks, and get profitable returns 
from the down they yield. 

The eider constructs her nest, for the most 
part, of twigs, and puts them together In a rough 
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way: but it is made comfortable for her young... 4 


by being well lined with a thick masse of down 
plucked by the mother from her own breast. 

This nest lining is the celebrated elderdown of 
commerce; and while it Is perfectly fresh and 
clean it is torn from the nest and sold. Finding 
her home thus rudely destroyed, the mother elder 
flies out to sea, joins her mate, and remains away 
for a long time. But she finally returne and con. 
structs a second nest, which she lines just as 
calefully as ehe did the first one. It Is sald that, 
for this seeond nest, the mother duck plucks the 
lining from the breast of her mate, although he 
Stoutly protests against such rough usage. 

She is permitted to dwell in peace and safety 
in her second nest. for, if frightened away a sece 
ond time, ehe se'dom returns. 

In due time five or six eggs are laid tn the nest, 
and later on five or six baby elders occupy thelr 
snug, downy home. 


COTTON STATISTICS 
OF CROPS AND MILLS 


HE commercial! crop of cotton for the season 

of 1897-98 was 11,215,983 bales, averaging 507 

pounds (groes weight) per bale, against a 
crop of 8,405,802 bales, averaging W2 pounds per 
bale (gross weight) for the previous season. 

United States consumption for season ending 
August 31 is estimated as 2922 000 bales (of 500 
pounde net), being 205,000 bales more than last 
sexson. The Northern mills consumed about the 
Same quantity as during the previous season, 
while the Southern mills consumed about 205,000 
bales more, 

The takings of the American spinners from the 
crop were 3,465,000 (running) bales, exclusive of 
114,009 bales sent to Canada; but the stocks of cot. 
ton held by the Northern mills at the end of the 
season were probubly 375,000 bales more than its 
commencement, and by Southern mills 37,000 more, 
making a total increase in United States mii) 
stocks of 412,000 bales.

It is extremely difficult to learn 
about their language, owing to their re- 
ticence and sSnyness In many respects 
their tongue sounds like that of our West- 
ern Indians, except that it is softer and 
more quickly blended. They seem to have 
quite a complete vocabulary, and when 
among themselves thelr conversation is an- 
imated and lively, Music seems to be 
known, and no musical instruments have 
ever been found among them. The mothens 
seem devoted to their children, and in this 
respect the Hicoques are perhaps better 
than many of the other Indians of this 
country. Like the squaw of North AmMerica, 
the Hicoque mother straps her child upon 
her back and goes on her journey. This is 
quite unlike the manner of the native 
women of Central America, who carry 
their children straddle across the hip, the 
mother’s arm being placed across the small 
of the infant’s back. 


The complete avoidance of all other races 
and the extreme timidity and shyness which 
are the distinguishing characte ristics of the 
Hicoques afe inexplicable. Their ¢ ‘omplete 
isolation in a thickly settled and remark- 
ably rich and fertile country renders this 
tribe a very interesting study for the stu- 
dent of ethnology.

PROTECTION FROM COLD. 


Underclothing Must Be Selected With 
More Care Than Outer Garments. 


R. W. THORNTON PARKER, late Acting 
[) Assistant Surgeon United States Army, 
says in an article in the Medical Brief 
upon protection against cold: 
“A large preportion of people put on their winter 
or even fall flannels too early, and they select 
garments made from materials too heavy and 
which are apt to confine the exhalations escaping 
from the body, This is one common cause of head- 
ache and malaria. So many are apt to overdo In 
buying clothing, and err, not only as to quantity, 
but more especially as to quality. Any physician 
who has had occasion to examine large numbers 
of men to bear witness seldom he finds 
hospital or even private patients hygienically 
clothed! Most of the underwear which comes 
under our notice, for men or women, is of a cheap 
variety, heavy, closely knit, of mixed goods, as 
peculiarly adapted to prevent transpiration. cored 
and secretions from the body are not permitte 
to escape and a sticky and very disagreeable Op- 
pressive fecling is certain to result, amounting in 
ome cases to actual malals, all ef which is the 
eault of injudicious unsanitary clothing. 
“Clothing, to be hygienic, must not only be warm 
ind comforiable, but must be reasonably light and 
wrous, and permit a continual circulation of air 
leut the body. The texture should be soft as well 
s ght and strong, and the fact that it is neces- 
ary to wear two suits instead of one, in extreme 
old weather should not be incompatible with its 
oemfortable healthy use. Underwear, to be use- 
‘uland wholesome mueét be as neacly pure woolen 
s possible. No other material can be substituted, 
4 matter how manufactured, which can take the 
ace of woolens. The surface next to the body 
nay, for comfort, be lined with silk, but to fight 
he battle with Arctie cold, woolen is the mater al, 
nd must always be relfed upon by those who have 
ad experience and whose judgment is wortn 
ollewing. The uncer garments must be porous, 
crmeable, clastic and affording free circulation 
‘air. Flannels which do not possess these char- 
eteristics are liable to cause excess.ve persplira- 
‘on and endicss discomfort, listlessness, weari- 
esx. and even illness, the accumu.ation of per- 
piration and exhalations from the skin actually 
oisoning the wearer. 
“tnderclothing is much more important than 
utside clothing, and should receive more careful 
onsideration than is usually bestowed upon it. 
che manly strength of the Anglo-Saxon is often 
argely to be accounted for in his careful use of 
arm woolen clothing, which he is particular to 
veep clean and clear from perspiration. The daily 
ath and the rough Turkish toweling preserves 
le prompt and v.gorous circulation of the skin, 
‘he picture of a clean, healthy, manly man Is one 
which must gladden the heart of every believer 
n the science of hygiene.’’

Don’t 
llow pain in the abdomen to draw your atten- 
lon away from the chest. Frequently the be- 
inning of pneumonia is accompanied by severe

uspect the onset of typhoid fever, Don’t direct 
‘our treatment more towards the heart than 
cowards the lungs. Don't fail to recognize the 
sreat influence of the brain and nervous system. 
don’t lose sight of the serious indication of rapid 
ind laborious breathing. Don’t be afraid of apply- 
ng ice to the chest in rubber bags. it will do no 
iarm. Don't fail to apply as many bags as are 
ecessary to cover the area of inflammation, Don't 
think that you can get as good results from a 
sath tub, or from general spongings, as you can 
from the application of ice. Don’t become alarmed 
when the ice produces a sudden drop in the tem. 
erature and think the patient is going to col- 
ipse. Don't fail to retain the ice so long as fever 
§ present, anc resolution has not taken place. 
Jon’t omit to apply one or two ice bags to the 
ead. Don't overlook the beneficial influence of 
trychnine in combating pneumonia. Administer 
me-twentieth of a grain by the mouth every three 
w four hours, and beside give the same dose hypo- 
jJermically once or twice a day. until the system 
vyecomes irritabie. Don't omit the hypodermic in- 
jgection of one-fourth of a grain of morphine once 
or twice a day to secure rest and sleep. Don’t 
fail to administer oxygen by inhalation more or 
less constanily if the patient is cyanotic or short 
of breath. Don't fail to bleed !f cyanosis and 
Gyspnea are rot relieved by oxygen inhalation. 
Don’t lose sirht of the great value of tincture of 
capsicum in relieving great nervous depression, 
delirium, dry, black coated, tongue, picking at the 
bedclothes, etc. Give it, from a half to one table- 
spoonful doses, in water, every two or three hours, 
or oftener in alcoholic pneumonia, Don’t fail to 
Rive sodium salicylate, ammonium acetate, potas- 
Siuen acetate and potassium citrate, three grains of 
each, in a dessertspoonful of pepnermint water, 
every three or four hours, if there is the least 
evidence of a rheumatic eccmplication. Don’t over- 
look the important action of qu'nine in this disease. 
Don’t fail to support the patient with an abund- 
ance of nourishing food, such as milk, freshly ex- 
pressed. beef juice, etc. 


TO CURE NEGLECTED BACKS 
R. J. J. LAWRENCE says in the Medical 

Brief: 

“Neglect among the educated and refined 
Classes to use and develop the muscles of the 
back has exercised a bad reactionary influence 
on the spinal cord, and is at least partially re- 
sponsible for impairment of its primitive integrity. 
Stooping shottiders and spinal curvative are so 
common as to excite little remark, vet the con- 
nection and sympathy between nerve and muscle 
is so intimate that one cannot suffer without 


‘damage to the other. Flabby muscles mean non- 


resistant nerves, a feeble will, a hazy, speculative 
and visionary mind, ruled by impulse and caprice, 
and a debilitated and erratic spinal cord: 

“The nervous system is educated largely by 
muscular action and co-ordination, and the mus- 
cles in turn receive impulse and power from the 
Vigorous centers which their activity has created, 
The spinal cord gives off humerous nerves, which 
are chiefly distributed to the muscles of the trunk, 
These nerves fetch and carry messages and im- 
pulses to an:l from the cord. If the muscles sup- 
pitied by these nerves are used rationally and 
regulariy the blood circulates evenly through 
them and the reciprocal normal. Healthy spinal 
nerves and a healthy spinal cord means that the 
automatic work of the body—function—is being 
properly attended to without any trouble to the 
ntellectual brain, 

“Many brilliant minds have been pract'cally 
ruined, or their productive capacity impaired, by 
Spinal debility. When the conscious, formative 
and creative brain area is constantly inundated 
by the body’s “tale of woe” it has little energy to 
spare for the cons‘deration of abstract subjects. 

To develop the neglected muscles of the back

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THE DIET OF DYSPEPTICS. 


They Must Learn, After Years of Denial, 
How to Eat. 


Te principal &onsideration in the treatment 


of dyspeptics is nourishment. Patients who 

have abstained from most kinds of feod for 
years, must now learn anew to eat. Their stomach 
and intestines very quickly adapt themselves to 
this new condition. First and above all, it is of 
importance to increase the quantity of nourish- 
ment; second, to provide a sufficient variety of 
food, 

In order to improve nutrition, two articles of 
food, which hitherto have often been avoided by 
laymen as well as physicians, play an important 
part. They are bread and butter. Bread forms 
one-third of the total amount of ingested food in 
health, and besides having a nutritive value serves 
the purpose of increasing the flow of saliva during 
its mastication. It also creates an appetite for 
other food, 

Butter not only improves the taste of various 
kinds of food but is also in itself a nutriment of 
the greatest importance. The great number of 
calories which butter contains (100 grammés give 
837 heat units, while the same amount of bread 
develops about 217) shows this in the clearest 
manner. Another advantage which butter pre- 
sents is that its volume is oniy about one-third that 
of bread. A patient taking about one-quarter 
of apound of butter a day receives therewith more 
than one-half of the heat units required, This 
quantity of butter is well borne by most of the 
patients. 

As nutrition plays the principal part in the 
treatment of these patients, it will not be amiss 
to give a few hints with regard to its manage- 
ment. To begin with, it does not appear advisable 
to permit patients who have long abstained 
the coaser varieties of food everything at once 
This abrupt change may at times be the cause of 
Various unpleasant symptoms; therefore, it should 
be accomplished gradually. At first give, besides 
miik, gruels and thickened soups, eggs beaten up 
in milk, ete. O few days later begin to add to 
this bill of fare zweiback or crackers with butter. 
Then permit meat, the white of chicken and well- 
scraped beef; next mashed potatoes; still later 
give wheaten bread, baked or boiled potatoes, soft- 
buiied or scrambled eggs, Oysters; at last allow 
vegetables and fruits. 

n essential point with regard to nutrition ie 
punctuality in the taking of meals. In most of 
these cases, in which a gain in weight is of great 
importance, frequent meals (five or six da‘ly) will 
be advisable. Although it does not appear ad- 
vuntageous to prescr’be for the patient the quan- 
tities of the various foods in exact weight (grains 
or ounces)—as by so doing they. are too easily re- 
minded of their ability or inability to digest this 
or that quantity and not more—it is nevertheless

HOW TO CURE TYPHOID FEVER. 


To tue Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 


43 HE following is a brief account of the meth- 


ods employed by Dr. H. A. Meltzer, Leip- 

Sic, Germany, in the treatment of typhoid 
fever. He gives no medicines of any kind, relying 
solely on nature's materia medica; consequently 
his patients (whom he always cures) are not in- 
jured by taking drug poisons. Dr. Meltzer save: 

“Whenever you hear that a patient has died of 
typhoid fever, you may rest assured that it was 
not the fever that killed him, but the treatment 
he recelved at the hands of a drug doctor, It is 
the medicine that kills, not the disease. 

“IT have had many typhoid fever patients and 
have never lost one. A nffmber of these were 
treated by drug physicians before they came to 
me, and had been given up to die. Nevertheless, 
I succeeded in curing them. The treatment that 
I administered was as follows: 

“First, and most important, I cool down the 
fever; the intense heat must be reduced. I give 
as needed three or four baths every twenty-four 
hours, these varying according toa the age and 
cordition of the patient. The temperature of the 
bath should be 18 to % degrees Reaumur, or about 
i2 to 77 degrees Fahrenheit; and the patient is 
frequently sponged and rubbed with cool, tepid 
Water. I also apply cool or cold compresses (body 
wrapping) over the liver and snleen, on the head 
ov wherever the heat is intense. allowing the pa- 
tient plenty of cold water to drink. Iniections, 
cool or cold, are given from the start. I let the 
patient sleep all he can, his bed being by an open 
window. 

“When the fever runs high and the patient's 
Strength is good, I administer the full wet-sheet 
pack; if he feels comfortab’e in it. the treatment 
is all right. But if he becomes nervous or rest- 
less the wrappings must be removed and the skin 
rubbed with a towel. The feelings of the patient 
Will decide as to the use of the pack. I likewise 
employ the half bath, rubbing the feet. lege and 
back while the patient is in it: this s:hould be 
continued until the surface heat is lowered. 

“Whether it is typhoid or some other fever. it 

little consequence. so far as the treatment 
concerned. It is sickness or disenée that we 
are treating, and the name of the fever is imma- 
terial. For patients that are ver weak I give 
the peuring bath. usine water that is auite cold. 
sometimes 8 degrees Reaumur—about 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The wafer is poured over the head 
and shoulders. provided the patient can stand it: 
otherwise omit the head and simply pour it over 
the upper part of the body. 

“By my treatment the natient is not only made 
comfortable. but he recovers rapidly. When he 
gets hungry I give ‘him fruit to eat. anple sauce, 
Graham bread and milk, mush and milk. etc.’’ 

Dr. Meltzer, it will be seen. does not ruin the 
constitution of his patient and make him miser- 
able for life. Many people eayv they have never 
been well since they had tvnhoid fever some years 
ago. Thev do not understand that they are stil] 
suffer'ng from the drug poisons which were ad- 
ministered at that tdme. Patients who are cured 
hygienically are well in a few weeks ard there 
are no bad effects from the treatment. The liver 
and other organs do their work faitpfully, and 
the nervqus system is not «hafttered. Neither do 
other diséaees set in, to render life miserable and 
make further work for the doctors. The effect 
of the drug medicines is far worse than the dis- 
ease from which the petient suffers. In a fever 
the evstem throws ont its impurities and the pa- 
tlent has a new lease on life. But when the im- 
nurities remain in the blood and the medicine 
drugs are taken, they are lodwed here and there 
in the tissues, creating neura'’rvian. rheumatism and 
other allment.s If onitates have been given the 
nerves become paralyzed, causing imperfect 
functional action. Nature abbhors poisons, and 
she gets her revenge by nun‘sehinge us when we 
resort to them. ' GS H. LIMMERMAN.

CARE OF TOO GHBRUSHES.

ERSONS who use toothbrushes should see 
to it that they are dried after using. It 
is not best to lay the damp brush on a 
flat eurface, relying on evaporation to dry it. 
Neither is it hygienic. for all kinds of dust will 
settle In the bristles, attracted by the dampness. 
The handle of the brush should be perforated so 
that iC can be suspended, and I would suggest that 
a rack with hooks be placed near a stove 30 that 
the process of drying can go on quickly. Then 
the brush can be cemoved to its proper receptacle 
er resting place. 
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THE GRIP. 
By Louis Drechsler, M. D. 


LARGE percentage of the applications for 
life insurance rejected in the last few years 
were due to heart lesions resulting from the 

grip. This fact is well established and shows the 
dangcr of this disease, which some regard so 
lightly. - : 

Persons who have been attacked by the grip 
shculd not discontinue treatment except by con- 
suliation with his or her physician. In many 
cases kidney affections follow immediately or two 
months to sixteen months later, and geome have 
resulted fatally, 

The influenza bacillus was discovered in 1892 
by Drs. Canon and Pfeiffegsto exist in the blood 
and nasal and bronchial sécretions of patients ill 
with typical influenza. 

This bacillus has an injurious effect upon the 
heart. The public should not consider this disease 
curelessly. While its attack may last seemingiy 
only for a short time, its after-effects may ex- 
tend into months and even years. Cases of pres- 
ent existing nervous “disorders, ineomnia and 
heart diseases, can be traced to the grip years— 
1890-1896. Having once had the grip makes one 
more susceptible to its recurrent attacks, but the 
recurrent attacks are milder in form and shorter 
in duration. 

It is not necessary to have all the symptoms, 
as coryza, headache, increased lachrymal se- 
ecretions, fever, pain, etc., but we may have only 
a persistent pain over the forehead or a pain in 
neck or shoulder or in both eyes. Pain over the 
region of the heart is all we may get in a mild 
case of grip, in which no treatment has been 
instituted. 


TEA AND COFFEE, 
By Dr. C. A. Newcomb. 


EA and coffee are excellent stimulants when 

f used in moderation, and they furnish to the 
system a supply of liquid free from micro- 
organic life. A fagt not largely known-is that the 


tea leaf contains a larger proportion of nutritive 
matter than any plant used’as food, although but 
little of this is extracted in making the drink. 
Ceffee also bas* many victues. Aside from its 
medicinal properties, as a disinfectant and stim- 
ulant during epidemics of fever, it Is a more 
powerful and less injurious agent for producing 
heat and energy than alcohol, and it aids diges- 
tion. / 
The effects of tea differ according to the kind 
of leaves used. The tea of [India contains two 
and one-half times as much tannin, which. is 
poison, as that of China... In preparing tea one 
teaspoonful should be allowed for each cup of 
water. Tea should always be made in an 
earthenware pot, never in tin. and should never be 
allowed to draw more than five minutes. Every- 
body knows that the water should be boiling be- 
fore being poured over the leaves. A _ slice of 
lemon makes an agreeable substitute for milk. 
One heaping tablespoonful of fresh ground cof- 
fee should be allowed to each cup of boiling wa- 
ter. The pot’should have one cr more strainers 
and.the water should be allowed to percolate 
through the coffee. The’cream and éeugar should 
be put in the cup first and the coffee poured 
afterwards. 


‘FIRST SIGN OF LAUGHTER. 


[) RS. G.S.HALL AND A.ALLEN of Maryland 


have analyzed the results of an examina- 
tion of nearly three thousand pereons, and 
found that the first indication of laughter may 
in exceptional cases be seen in almost any part 
of the body, but it is most frequent in the. eyes, 


and next in frequency at the mouth. The eyes 
become brighter, smaller and oscillate, and the 
mouth opens, stretches and curves upward, but 
sometimes downward. In a few cases the laugh 
begins with dimples in the cheeks, in others with 
a movement of the muscles just below the ears 
or a throwing back of the head. Subjectively, the 
“funny feeling’ may begin in the stomach, throat, 
head, diaphragm, face, etc. Sometimes beauty 1s 
evoked or increased, or ugliness is produced, The 
eyes sometimes open, sometimes shut, sometimes 
grow dull, both lids may tremble and the eye- 
balls may twitch, grow rigidly fixed or roll wild- 
ly, cr they may be turned upward and ‘inward, 
and they are often suffused with tears. The after- 
effects of a hearty laugh were described as ex- 
haustion. heavy breathing, fatigue, shame, weak- 
ness, soberness, relief, weakness localized in 
various arts of the body, deep sighs, giddiness, 
perspiration, headache, gtitch in the side, sore- 
ness, thiret, chills, sleepiness, uncontrollable 
movements. nausea, tears, fear of impending dis- 
aster, breathlessness, etc. A laugh is, according 
to Dr. Hall. not unlike an epilepsy from the aura, 
at which stage it may be checked, to the subse. 
quent exhaustion. In a number of cases laughter 
Was evokéd by news or sig‘nts really sad, 


POISONED MEATS. 
By Dr. W. Francis. 
P "oem ine by eating bad meats seems to 


be on the increase, and we see almost daily 
instances of serious or fatal sickness follow- 
ing. This is because prompt action is not taken 
for relief. One hundred persons were sefzed with 
symptoms of ptomaine poisoning on the night of 
y 14, 1898, affer a Summit, N. J., banquet. The 
sees were mild and all of the victims recovered. 
‘poison was eupposed to have been distributed 
in the potted ham sandwiches... At Camp Alger, 
on July 19, fifty-three men were suddenly stricken 
with symptoms of poisoning. Hash made of 
meat that had become tainted was the cause, 
These are but two instances where large numbers 
were affected and are given to show in what in- 
nocent forme this danger appears. 

In cases where poison has been detected one- 
tenth of a grain of apo morphia should be im- 
mediately administered hypodermically. This wil] 
ease the sufferer until a physician can arrive. 
There should be no delay in summoning medica] 
assistance, as neither the lay victim nor his lay 
friends can correctly gauge the extent of the 
evil, nor apply the remedy that may be the most 
effective in that particular case. 


MAKING THE FOOT BATH. 


Mh FOOT bath is often & source of great re- 


lief and comfort to a sick person ard every 
one who ts likely to have charge of the sick 
at any time should learn how to give this bath 


in bed with the least tax and worry to the 
patient. 

Here is a good way: Cover over th2 lower 
half of the bed witha large piece of oil-cloth fand 
said piece of oil-cloth no housewife savuld allow 
herself to be found without); then glace 1 fovt- 
tub with a small amount of water of medium 
ten.perature in the bed. Have the patient ije cn 
the back, and flexing the knees place the feet in 
the tub. The Knees can be supported if necessary 
by an attendant, cover the tub and knees with 
an old blanket, having placed a board over the 
tub to keep the bianket out of the water. 

The patient can now lie there and thoroughly 
enjoy his bath. The water can be heated from 
time to time by adding more hot water. At the 
close of the bath cool the water to 100 degrees; 
lift the feet out into towels and dry them. 


CHAPPED HANDS. 
By Dr. H. 0. Sappington, Alton, Il. 
N T thie season of the year it is almost im- 


possible to keep the hands from chapping 

and looking red, when they are in water as 
much as it is necessary to have them. This 
prescription, which is inexpensive and easily and 
simply prepared at home, will prevent and cure 
chapping: Two ounces of giycerine, one ounce 
of alcohol. one-fourth -ounce of gum tragacanth, 
onc- fourth to one-half ounce of rose water or per- 
furne. and one pint of water. Soak the tragacanth 
in the water two days, then etrain and add the 
other ingredients. Cut the glycerine with the 
alcohol. If it should be too thick, add a little 
more water and aleohol. Bottle it, and it is 
ready for use. In very cold weather, if it is too 
thick to pour easily, heat it by setting it on the 
register or in a bowl of hot water. 


TOO LITTLE SLEEP.

E Americans are a sleepless nation. We 
do not give our nerves a chance to re- 
cuperate. If we do not compensate for it 

there will be a day of national reckoning in ou€ 
enervated, fidgety, flighty race. Sleep is the safety 
valve of the system. Without that restful period 
of repose the drain on the vital organs is eX- 


hausting and the nerves begin to collapse, It 4s 
singular that. consider'ng the long hours devoted 
to intermittent toll er to the pursuit of pleasure, 
insomnia is not more general, The women are as 
unkind to themeelves as the men in borrowing 
time that ought to be set aside for slumber. 


WHEN TO GIVE QUININE. 
) MANY battles royal have been fought over 
S quinine and physicians differ so widely in 
their views as to its therapeutic value, it 
seems proper to inquire into the causes of this 
variance of opinion. 

A doctor's ideas of the therapeutic value of any 
drug will be largely determined by the practical 
results which he gets from its use. If he has 
success with it then he is a firm believer in its 
efficacy, but if he meets with falluce he !s apt 
to arbitrarily condemn it. This being granted, it 
is evident, from the number of friends which 


quinine possesses, that it has great merit as a 
remedy in some diseased conditions, but there are 
certain principles which govern the use of the 
drug and these must be known and observed to 
meet with success in its use. 

In the first place quinine is both a stimulant 
and a sedative, a stimulant in small doses and a 
sedative in large doses. Then quinine has iis 
symptom indications and it Is folly to give it un- 
less the system is in the condition which calls for 
quinine. For instance, quinine should never be 
given when there is great systemic excitement. 
If the patient exhibit a red, dry, hot skin, a. tense 
and rap'd pulse. with parched mouth and withered 
lips, quinine will only aegravate., 

To use quinine succesefully we must prescribe it 
intelligently. If we bel'eve quinine will do good 
in a given case, and. the indications are absent, 
then we must. prepare,the way for the drug by 
moving the bowels and‘starting up the secretions 
generally and we must regulate the dose by the 
effect to be produced and the temperament of the 
patient, bearing in mind that the nervo-sanguine 
individual requires smaller dosee of all drugs than 
his more phlegmatic and bilious brother. 


SUDDEN EXERTION. 
By Dr. August Schmidt. 


OO sudden exertion is dangerous and should 
be strictly guarded against where it is pos- 
sible. It is frequently the cause of attachs 

of heart failure, which a lite jycagment and 


caution would have prevented. 

The danger les in the rapid increase in the 
circulation of the blood. There is always a prob- 
abili:y.in such cases that the blood may be forced 
to the heart in too great a volume and that that 
organ may not be able to receive and throw it 
out as rapidly as the occasion would demand. 
Such an interference in the performance of the 
heart’s functions would produce death. 

It is impossibie for one ‘to move without in- 
creasing the movement of the blood. But the 
heart is adapted to such movements as do not re- 
quire any vio.ent 6train or exertion. Rising from 
a sitting position is an exertion which gives the 
blcod a sirong impetus, but the heart is ready to 
receive it and send it on another journey through 
the system as fast as it may come. fut to begin 
suddenly to run at a fast pace or to climb a 
stairway rapidly calls for a pulsation which the 
heart is not prepared to give. It is not ready 

the sudden strain and it is literally choked 
bleed. just as a threshing machine may § be 
by too much grain. 
heart can stand any violent exertion that 
muscles can endure, if it is gradvall intro- 
duced to its work. Suddenness is what must be 
feared. 


DISEASES OF THE STOMACH. 


HE importance of a thorough knowledge of 
diseases of the stomach can not be over- 
estimated. Innumerable aches and pains, 

formications, tingling, and numb senéations are 
caused by imperfect gastric digestion. The theory 


that the stomach is only a receptacle for the 
gesta, and is not, strictly speaking, a digestive 
organ has not been sustained by clinical and 
laboratory experience; while clinical experience 
testifies. and laboratory experiments and observa- 
tion demonstrate that many digestive disturbances 
originate in the stomach and produce symptoms 
which frequently have been attributed to de- 
rangements of the nervous system. Many cases 
of headache, impaired memory, and inaptitude for 
thovght and work occurring in merchants and 
other bus'nesés men, a@e not due to overwork and 
brain exhaustion, as is frequently supposed, but 
are caused by imperfect digestion, resulting from 
eating when the stomach ts tired. When one is 
engaged -in hard physica! or mental labor the 
blced-flow to the stomach is decreased, .and a 
proper amount of gastric juice f6 not elaborated, 
an.t the functions of motility and absorption are 
diminished. Under such circumstances digestion 
must be changed. Such patients may. be benefited 
by taking only soup, beaf tea or milk for the 
noon mealt Sometimes biscuit or bread and but- 
ter may be allowed in addition. The large meal, 
or dinner, should not be taken until the day’s 
work ie done. Thus severer forms of disease. ag 
functional dyspepsia and chronic gastritis, may 
be prevented. 


TARTAR ON THE TEETH. 


R. PIBRCE of Philadelphia made a number 
|) of experiments last year trying to ascertain 
whether the tartar upon the teeth was 
simply a precipitate of the lime in the saliva, or 
whether its deposition was due to organisms in 
the saliva. A quantity of saliva pjaced in a 
vessel oufside of the mouth, although it may be 
saturated with lime, will not deposit that lime in 
the vessel. but if we can place in the saliva an 
organ.sm such as the leptothrix, he was satisfied 
that he could get a deposit on the sides or bottom 
of the vessel. He believes the deposition of lime 
upon the teeth is due oniy to the fact. which j 
essential, that there must be lime in the saliva 
but also to the fact that we have organiems which 
are instrumental in its deposition. He took two 
patients, in. whose mouths there was a rapid and 
profuse deposition of tartar upon the teeth. He 
asked them to keep their mouths as pure as pos- 
sible with a strong anticeptic for a limited time. 
Tine care exercised in washing the mouth or keep. 
ing it saturated with a strong antiseptic without 
interfering at all with the natural secretion of the 
saliva from the glands prevented the deposition of! 
the calculus on the teeth. That satisfied him 
that the deposition was not only due to presence 
of lime in the mouth, but aleéo to the organisms 
of the mouth.

Who suffer from great bodily weakness, par- 
tcularly during ,convalesence from exhausting 
diseases. . 

Who are engaged in exciting or exhausting em- 
ployment in bad air and surroundinge in work- 
shops and mines. 

Who are solitary or lonely, and require amuse- 
ment. 

Who have lIfttle self-control, either hereditary 
or acquired. 

Who suffer from brain weaknesses, the result of 
senile degeneration. 


TO CURE RINGWORM. 
N English physician says that for fifteen 
A years he has treated every case of ring- 


worm which has come under his care with 
hloride of sodium, and with complete success in 
cose caece. The first case in which he used this 
treatment was a chronic one of five years’ stand- 
ing. The child was well in three weeks and had 
no return. Many of the cases which have becn 
attended since have been of chronic characte r. 
His method is the following: Have some chloride 
of sodium finely powdered and then mix with a 
little vaseline to make an ointment. The affected 
part having been shaved, rub this ointment in 
well night and morning until the place is sore; 
thie takes from two to four days Then use same 
simple application to aid the healing of the part. 
When well from the. goreness, the hairs will be 
found growing healthily and the tinea tcicho- 
phyton destroyed. 


EATING AT NIGHT.

IGHTMARE frequently results from eating 
too freely just before retiring. If one 
is very hunery a little food at this (ime is 

pot only neceséary, but beneficial to the system, 
It may prevent restlessness, unpleasant dreams or 
nervousness, It is equally as imprudent to le 
down .at night with an emp'y stomach as to lie 
down after a hearty dinner. The proper eatables 
for, say midnight luncheon, are bread or crackere, 
with butter and an apple or orange—never ooffee 
or cheese, Any light food wil! do’ but pastry and 
stimulants should be avolded if one expects a 
sound sleep. A very light repast hefore bed- 
sime hay been tried with succeas in ihe treatment 
of insem '

In What They Consist and How They 
May Be Avoided. 


By Dr. Robert E. Wilson. 


HE word malaria signifies literally ‘bad 
air. The different forms of the disease— 
as intermittent and remittent fevers—are 

rm mainly to exist in low and marshy dis- 
tricfs, particularly where there is much standing 
water. They are alse found where there has been, 
recently, much digging up of the soil. What is 
known as “Roman fever” ig an aggravated form 
of malaria. Persons not acclimated to the air of 
the Pontine marshes aré liable to acquire the 
disease, hence the dread which al) traveler? 
have of visiting Rome during the season When 
the poison is most prevalent. 

The malarial poison has been made a subject 
of especial bacteriological study, with the result 
that a germ has been discovered in the blood of 
persons affected by the disease, known as 
“aplasmodium.”” It assumes different shapes at 
different stages of the dieease and has the prop- 
erty, it is supposed, of depriving the blood cor- 
puscles of their red color. and preventing them 
from doing their proper work. During a paroxysm 
these germs are especially abundant in the blood. 
Quinine has the effect of causing these organisms 
to disappear. Hence in examining the blood for 
their presence, the specimen should be obtained 
from the patient before any quinine has been 
taken. 

Malaria is not contagious, although it may exist 
as an epidemic. No especial means Of disinfec- 
tion are necessary. Persons of lowered vitality 
ar2 most susceptible to the conditions of the at- 
mosphere which produce the fever. 

Careleesness as to exposure to the unhealthy at- 
mosphere is frequentiy responsible for an axack, 
The night air in malarious regions is especially 
to be feared, because it has a depressing effect 
upou a weakened or over-taxed system and may 
bring on the sickness. 

Proper attention to the laws of life is the best 
preventive of disease. Sufficient food and suffi- 
cient rest may so reinforce the system as to en- 
able it to throw off all unhealthy influences. 

During an attack of chills and fever there will 
be three different stages to manage—"'the cold 
stage,’ or the period of chills: “the hot stage,” or 
fever, and the “‘sweating stage. 

The “cold stage’’ requ res the application of 
warmth—hot bottles or bricks, blankets and hot 
drinks. with rest in bed; the “hot stage” requires 
cooling remedies—the ice-bag for headache and 
high temperature: cooling drinks, and light cover- 
ings. The “sweating stage’ necessitates the 
greatest precaution against catching cold. The 
re'axed ekin should be subjected to frequent dry 
rubbings. Alcohol and alum may be used with 
friction. Damp clothing should be removed and 

draughts avoided. . 

The remedies employed should be administered 
accoreing to the d rections of a competent physi- 
clan, Quinine, when given, is generally so timed 
that the svetem shall be saturated with it before 
the time for the recurrence of the chills. In this 


_ Way the chill mav be “broken.” 


The food should be light, digestible and always 
hichIlv rovrishine The functions of the bowels 
and bladder should be carefully watched, 

In malarious regions all forms of disease taka 
on a malsrious tyne. Thus neuralgia may show 
a teneencv to periodicity, as mav the symptome 
of other diseases. Chronic malarial poisoning pro- 
duces a condition of languor and general weart- 
ness and sense of inabilitv for effort which re- 
duces its victim to a condition of invalidism, 


DIETETICS OF HEART DISEASE. 


T the recent annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association R. H. Babcock of 
Chicago referred to the vicious circle es- 

tablished between indigestion and heart disease. 
Venous stasis of stomach. intestines, pancreas, gall 
ducts and liver intensified the difficulties of nour- 
ishment under these conditions. Not only was 
digestion impaired, but the glycogenic, urea-form- 
ing and protective functions of the liver were 
added to the problem. Anemia was thus added, 
also uric Acid accumulation in the system and de- 
ficient genera! oxidation.* Two classes of cases 
were to be comsidered: (a) Those in which com- 
pensation was present; (b) those in which com- 
pensation was lessened or lost. In the second 
class the dietary must be restricted. The “gone” 
fevcling and thirst in these eases were no Indica- 
tion for food. Food should not be given too often, 
but at intervals of five or six hours. The stormnach 
was to be spared. and the symptoms would im- 
prove. If necessary nutrient enemata might be 
given. Hot water before meals was useful, The 
amount of fluid taken-with meais should be re- 
eatricted. In the presence of edema it should be 
reduced to a minintum.: This included milk also, 
Starch, sugars and fats were bad, owing to their 
tendency to cause flatulency and post-prandial 
pressure. Proteids were best. Apples, peas, beans, 
meats, oysters were all good. When nephritis 
cumplicated it, milk was to be used; when arte- 
rioselerosis was present no food containing much 
calcium salts should be taken. 

There is no ciass of diseases which requ -res so 
much special study upon the part of the et Bowne 
as cardiac affections. The intimate relationship 
existing between the heart and the remotest por- 
tions of the human system should be ever borne 
in mind. Tos much emphasis can not be placed 
upon the valuable suggestions of Dr. Babcock, 
whose wide eaper'ence and comprehensive views, 
combined with excellent diagnostic power, eml- 
nently fit him to speak ex cathedra. The general 
rractitioner is very apt to turn to digitalis in 
every form of heart difficulty. The question of iIn- 
dividual zing the particular case which confronts 
him scarcely ever occurs to him, to the great 
disadvantage of the patient. It may be safely said 
that almost as many people suffering from car- 
diac disease die from the indiscriminate use of 
digitalis as from the affection itself. 


HE condition of the teeth has much to do 
with the general health. The improvement 
following the placing of the teeth In a 

healthy condition is often surprising. One cause 
of so-called bad breath is due to tartar on the 
teeih, they being otherwise sound and good. Tar- 
tar jé in Many mouths the only enemy to contend 
with. It accumulates at the neck of the teeth, 
irritates the gums, causing them to become in- 
flamed, so that they bleed easily. This should be 
taken as @ Warning, and if a dentist Is called 
upon In time will prevent much injury. If not 
done, the accumulation continues and in time the 
teeth become loose and are lost. 

A tooth that ls decayed contains a cavity in 
which food collects and is decomposed, causing 
an offensive breath. The decomposed food !s dis- 
lodged and carried into the stomach, where it may 
cause much trouble. Of course, the trouble is in- 
creused by the number of teeth involved. A per- 
son with poor teeth cannot eat with satisfaction: 
he is in a nervous condition, his food imperfectly 
masticated and insalivated, hence goes into the 
siumach unprepared for digestion, thereby caus- 
ing indigestion. In such a case the services of a 
dentist are necessary. 

The teeth and mouth being tn a healthy con- 
dition, they can be kept so by proper attention 
and use. The thorough mastication of the food 
gives the teeth and surrounding parts exercise 
which ia essential to their health, The teeth 
should be brushed twice a day, a tooth powder 
being used daily or at least three times a week. 

When the teeth are stained a good brushing with 
pumice stone will havea good effect. 

The proper way is to brush the teeth from the 
necke toward the grinding surfaces. This allows 

bristles of the brush to pass between the 

th. The grinding surfaces should also be 
brushed in all directions, back and forth and aide- 
waye, If the teeth are brushed but once a day, 
do it the last thing before retiring. It is bettet 
to brush the teeth both morning and evening. 

Toothpicks are to be used only when needed. Do 
not get into the habit of picking the teeth, just 
to have something to do after eating a meal. 
Rirsing the mouth after each meal is usually 
sufficient Never use wood tooth-picks, especially 
such as are furnished free. Wood tooth-pick# 
have very fine eplinters on the surfaces, which 
hecome imbecdkled In the gums and cause trouble: 
then they arp Mable to break off between the 
teeth and reduire the services of a dentiat to re- 
move them. A amall «ite quill tooth-pick t. the 
hest. Poorly eonatructed toothbrushes should he 
avoided, as the bristles may become disiodged 
forced into the gums or throat.

or her blood should be healed by first intention, 
In other words, the parts should unite, at once, 
with but elight inffammation, with no forma. 
tion of matter or tendency to remain sore. 

The primary dressing of seemingly insignificant 
injuries, and also, of larger ones, might be the 
means, in @ great many cases, of preventing 
Serious sequels, as septicemia or blood poisoning, 
which so often jeopardizes life. and when once 
well advanced, is almost uncontrollable. 

The majority of people are careless in this 
regard, and when they become thoroughly alive 
to the situation, or to the serious condition pres- 
ent, it is sometimes too late for a physician te 
render much assistance, when conditions warrant- 
ing a physician's attention could have been avold- 
ed, at first. by very simple means.

of red corpuscles, should always give injuries 
careful attention. If such persons receive a ali 
scratch or injury of some kind, they will notice 
that the wound will not heal readily. 


DIET FOR INEBRIATES, 


OR a long time persons have argued that diet 
was the real remedy for inebriety. Yet, 
when it was applied In certain cases, no bete 

ter results were obtained. The drink symptoms ree 
mained. Occasionally the change from a meat to 
a grain diet, or the reverse, was followed by the 
subsidence of all desire for spirits. In a cone 
tinuous drinker a general diet of both meats and 
grains appears to meet the demands of a disor- 
dered nutrition and semi-starved condition bétter 
than and special articles of food. In the periodic 
cases an albuminous. or prote!ld diet is often de- 
cidedly injurfous. In some cases an intense cray- 
ing for meat or for starchy foods precedes the 
drink paroxysm, which subsides when the craze 
breaks out. The intimate relation between foods 
and the drink paroxysm is very prominent in many 
In some cases excessive meat eating is associated 
with great irritability and sensitiveness of the 
brain and nervous system. The change of pe | is 
followed by a great improvement of mental activ- 
ity. It would appear from a study of many casés 
that so far no general rule can be found, and each 
case must be stud'ed from the facts of its history. 
Thus, in some cases a meat diet is literally poison- 
ous, and Its removal is the first essentiai sur @ 
cure. Again, a grain or fruit diet is clearly in- 
urious, and more rapid recovery follows a change. 
n all cases states of starvation end anti-in. 
toxicat-ons exist, the removal of which is of equal 
importance to that of spirits, The study 
diet brings out many unsuspected causes, which 
require removal and treatment before a cure can 
be effected,

THE CYRANO OF REALITY 


HE writings and exploits of the real 
Cyrano de fergerac, fighter and 
writer of the time of Richelieu, were 

a dazzling jumble of epigrams and strange 
events. History details this brilliancy, bit 
by bit, after the disconnected fashion of 
history. Rostand, in the play, p'etures the 
man’s life as held together and ordeted by 
a grand passion, which may or may not 
have existed. History does nét mention it. 

The woman who is the Roxané of the 
idealized Cyrano is a compdésite photograph 
of two women in the real life of the man. 
One was the w'fe of a comrade in arms, 
Christopher de Champagre, Baron de Neu- 
villete,. who was killed at the battle of 
Arras; the othér was a cousin or aunt, 
Catherine de Cyrano. who was a nun of the 
order of Daughter: of the Cross. The 
Baron ce Neuvillete corresponds very 
nearly to Christian in the play. He and 
Cyrano fought shoulder to shoulder at 
Arras, and a sword thrust in the throat 
which Cyrano received then put an end to 
his fighting days. This battle occurred in 
1640. when Cyrano wag 21 years of age A 
great deal had happened to the young man 
before he reached h‘s majority. Between 
the ages of 15 and 19 he had been in more 
than 9» hundred duels. 

He figured often in these as “fighting 
second,”’ having no quarrel of his own, but 
wielding the sword from his love of it. 
The principals in duels in those days, ac- 
cording to the French custom, had each his 
fighting second. Cyrano was much sought 
after in this capacity, for he was. recog- 
nized as an expert fencer. His friend Le- 
bret, advocate and counsel to the King, 
said of Cyrano that he “had never a quar- 
rel on his own part.’”’ Lebret also gives 
corroborative evidence that Cyrano sallied 
forth alone to fight a hundred men at the 
bridge of Nesle, as told in the play. 

Capt. Carbon de Castel Jaloux was the 
real name of the commander of the Gas- 
con company in which Cyrano enlisted. Cy- 
rano was then 19 vears He fought 

the Germans and the Spanish 
in sieges of Thirty Years’ War. 
and in the two years of his enlistment was 
twice wounded.

The real Cyrano lived to be % years of 
age. His death was caused by a log of 
wood faliing on his head, though it was 
never proved that this was the act of his 
enemies. He was a year in dying. The 
Duke d’Arpajon had been his patron in his 
literary days, but the great man cast him 
off in his trouble. He died at the house 
of his cousin, Pierre de Cyrano, in Septem- 
ber 1655. attended by the cousin, the nun, 
and probably by the baréness, widow of 
his friend.

There is comparatively 
little woodwork in the house, the waine- 
coating, door frames and mantel-pieces 
ere not made of any such common 
materia] as wood, but of fine marbles 
elaborately carved and polished. 

The south front of the house on the 
second floor is given up to the apart- 
ments of Mr. and Mrs. Gould. Their 
guit consiste of a boudoir about nine- 
teen feet square, two large sleeping 
apartments, a sitting-room and a sew- 
ing-room. The same floor contains be- 
sides ten guest chambers and six bath- 
rooms. Mr. Gould intends to entertain 
large house parties in the English fash- 
jon, and has made these preparations 
with this end in view The third floor 
of the house is given up to the servants, 
the children and the governesses.

The most beautiful building on the 
Gould estate among the pines is with- 
out doubt the barn. It is built in the 
game architectural style and is readily 
the most elaborate building used for 
this purpose in the country It faces 
the house and covers more ground and 
rises mucan higher than the mansion 
itself. It is built of brick, covered with 
brown stucco The various entrances, 
however, and the facing consist of 
dazzling white marble. The horses and 
cows which make their home in this 


sumptuous building have a more artistic 


home viewed from the outside than any 
other ,esidents of Lakewood, with the 
exception of their master The stable 
is surmounted by a beautiful tower, 
which contains a clock and a set of 
chimes, which play an elaborate tune 
every quarter hour, The lodge is a very 
attractive little structure, also of white 
marble, 

Mr. Gould's fine horses are stabled in 
the white marble palace, which ts called 
the barn A score or more of grooms 
whe attend their wants are thoused in 
the wings: wich join the barn: ‘A num. 
ber of these horses are famous as hunt- 
ing, running or: trotting horses. The 
stabies contain such cracks as Sham- 
rock, Beresford, Lakewood and The 
Wijow The kenneis for the hounds 
used in hunting are situated on the 
Gould farm, about a mile back of the 
lake. The kennels contain fifteen cou- 
ples of hounds, The dogs, which are. of 
course, blouded animals, have been spe- 
cially trained for the hunt by Burke, of 
Tipperary, Ireland, who is a veteran of 
‘wide experience and has trained hounds 
for most of the nobility of England. The 
pack is Kept at this distance from the 
house so that they may not disturb ite 
occupants by their howling. 

The estate algo comprises one of the 
finest golf Nnks In the country. A pri- 
vate golf grounds tm a fashionable ser- 
tion like Lakeweod ts @ véry expensi’e 
luxury @ A pieve of hand more than a 
mi.e in length and eae quarter of a mile 
wide has been set aside for this purpose 
The pines which abound in this section, 
have bean cleared away to make room 
for the players, and a complicated series 
of brakers and other pitfalls, which look 
l.ko a sernes of fortifications have been 
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conseructed. A private club-house for 
the convenience of the players occupies 
a position near the centre of the links. 
These broad, well-kept iawns, every 
foot of which is so valuable, are at pres- 
ent omly oacupied by a flock of chickens. 

The principal diversion of Mr. Gould 
and bis gueste at this country seat is 
hunting. The country for miles in every 
direetion is admirably adapted for‘this 
purpose. Mr. Gould is known as a hard 
rider, and is always to be seen in the 
lead of the riders. The permission of 
the farmers whose hand is to be 
ploughed up in this fashion has already 
been given, and the hunters are free to 
zo wherever the fox may lead them. 
If Mr Gould wished to burn down the 
farmers’ barns of thts vicinity there 
wuld probably not be the slightest ob- 
jection to his doing so. He is known 
to be very liberal to the farmers if his 


horses do any damage to the property, 
as they are, of course, very likely to do. 
The country is not rich in game, and the 
foxes used in the chase have to be im- 
orted for the occasion. These made- 
rder fox hunts are run twice every 
week, on Tuesdays and Saturdays.

Gen. Abe Buford, John M. Clay, a son 
of Henry Clay; Hunt Reynolds, R. A. 
Alexander, Price McGrath, Major B. G. 
Thomas, the Blackburns, the Warfields, 
the Swigerts and the Harpers are the 
names that were on the lips of the rac- 
ing men East and West a quarter of a 
century ago. These were the men who 
not only bred the kings and queens of 
the turf, but campaigned them as well 
and then retired them to the stud, there 
to continue the royal line. 

Here is a list of the New Yorkers who 
have purchased Blue Grass farms and 
thoroughbreds or have horses on leased 
places, and the amounts of the various 
investments: August Belmont, $500,000; 
J. R. & Foxhall P. Keene, $500,000; J. B. 
Haggin, $500,000; W. C. Whitney, $300,000; 
L. O. Appleby, $100,000: A. H. & D. H. 
Morris, $50,000; Elliott ©. Cowdin, $0,000; 
James Galway, $50,000: Dave Pulsifer,

The total {s $2,235,000, rather an insigni- 
ficant sum from a New York standpoint 
but a world of money to the Kentuck- 
ian.

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York and San Francisco and probably 
the most extensive breeder of thorough- 
breds in the world. 

Several years elapsed between the de- 
parture of ‘Milton H. Sanford and the 
entrance of another New York million- 
aire to the Blue Grass. The second visi- 
tor was the late August Belmont. He 
set the fashion and the others followed. 
Mr. Belmon: took a long lease on what 
was known as the Sutton Farm, made 
costly and extensive improvements, and 
named it the Nursery Stud, after his 
place at Babylon, L. I- 

On the death of his father young 
August Belmont bought the lease of the 
Nursery Farm and purchased Mag- 
netizer and many of the best mares at 
the disposal sale. For the leading 
stallion, however, he looked elsewhere, 
purchasing Imp. Rayon d’Or at the sale 
of horses belonging to the late W. L. 
Scott, of Erie. 

J. R. and Foxhall P. Keene have a 
long lease on what is probably the 
crack farm of the Blue Grass region. 
It is Castleton, until recently a home of 
trotters. It contains 600 acres, much of 
which is virgin woodland, and is as fine 
a tract of land “as a crow ever flew 
over.”’ 

The latest New York millionaire to 
announce his intention of buying a farm 
in the Blue Grass region is W. C. Whit- 
ney, and Kentuckians are as deeply 
interested in his movements as are his 
friends in the East. Mr. Whitney re- 
cently purchased the stallion imp. 
Meddler at public auction for $19,000: 
Roseville, the dam of. Ben Brush, for 
$7,600, and a number of other great 
mares, and now has them quartered at 
Ashland, the former home of Henry 
Clay. 

A few years ago the small breeder 
raised thoroughbred yearlings as a busi- 
ness and made good profits, but that 
day has passed. Horse-flesh shrunk in 
value along with many other things dur- 
ing the panic which began in 1893, and 
the owners of inferior and mediocre 
horses suffered accordingly. Colts that 
had fornerly brought anywhere from 
$200 to $1,000 each went begging at

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GENTLEMEN BURGLARS WHO. ROB 
ONLY BIG BANKS HERE AND ABROAD. 


If you’re going to be a successful 
bank robber you must dress well. 

The recent robbery of a walk clerk 
at the Bank of England, when the thief 
carried off $5,000 in nice, clean gold, 
shows the necessity of this precaution. 
The clerk was at the time in the so- 
called banking department, to which 
the public are not admitted. The thief 
must have been not only well dressed 
but well mannered and well informed. 

New York is not so good a place 
for the bank robber as London, because 
the clock-work operations of the Clear- 
ing-House render it unnecessary here 
for the banks to send out walk clerks 
with bags of money chained to their 
puny persons. 

The custom of bank clerks wearing 
chaims to protect their money bags was 
generally adopted abroad after a walk 
clerk of the Bank of Scotland was 
robbed of the tidy sum of $57,950 one 
day. The thief in this case was caught 
two years later through his attempts 
to get a £1,000 note changed in safety. 
He was actually living in miserable des- 
titution with $5,000 bills in his posses- 
sion which he couldn't get chanced 

It’s nearly impossible to catch a bank 
sneak in the act. What coyld be easier 
than for him to say. “Oh, I beg par- 
don; I thought that was my bag,’ and 
go away? 

There was one famous bank robber in 
New York who used regularly to send 
his “‘findings’’ back to Europe. Finally

he retired on a splendid estate in the 
Old World, posing as an ex-banker, anu 
tried to buy the title of baron. He 
might have succeeded, but running short 
of money he planned a bank robbery in 
Belgium and was caught. 

There is still living in a Continental 
prison a man known as the “‘Boss.”’ In 
the height of his power this man was 
accustomed to live in London in great 
style and was absent from his home 
only when some great job was cn had, 
At intervals he netted vast sums—prob- 
ably no criminal was more successfui 
financially. During his leisure he livid 
as an independent gentleman, the tenant 
of a suburban house which stood in its 
own grounds with stables and all con- 
veniences. But no strange servant was 
ever allowed within its walls. His alties 
were mute as to the conferences which 
went on in the house where the big jobs 
were planned. When he pleased he would 
absent himself for months on his yacht. 

Another man of evil repute—so clever 
in bank forgery that he was called the 
“King of the Forgers’’—when arrested 
some years ago in London was living in 
fine style, and it was at the first hear- 
ing, I believe, a matter of some difficulty 
to persuade the Alderman before whom 
he was brought that he was not worthy 
of bail, for he exclaimed: ‘It is prepos- 
terous to arrest me, a gentleman of 
means, with £4,000 a year!”’ 

And it was true that he was keeping 
up this position. 
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The Government for the First 
Time Encourages Scientists 
and Appropriates $25,- 
000 to Aid Them. 


‘HE Board of Ordnance and Fortifi- 
T cation at Washington has agreed to 
expend $25,000 making experiments in 
flying. For the first time in the hisiory 
of flying machines the sanction of this 
Government is given to experiments in 
man-flight. 

Prof. Langley, of the Smithsonian 
Institute, made an unsuccessful] assault 
on Congress in the interest of his ma- 
chine. He wanted $200,000 appropriated. 
Congress ignored the matter. The Ord- 
nance Board has been more easily per- 
suaded, and $26.000 of the money in the 
Treasury will follow the millions which 
have been spent trying to solve the 
problem of flying. , 


In this country Nalf a million has 
probably been spent at different times 
on flying machines. Octave Chanute, 
of Chicago, has spent $10,000 of his 
private fortune experimenting. What 
amount of the Smithsonian funds Prof. 
Langley may have spent no one knows. 

The three Americans who have given 
the most serious attention to the prob- 
lem of flying are Hiram Maxim, Octave 
Charmaute and S. P. Langley. Maxim, 
though most of his time is spent in Lon- 
don, is a native.American. Chanute is a 
civil engineer living in Chicago, and 
Langley is Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institute at Washington. Maxim and 
Chanute have been pursuing their ex- 
periments at their own expense and 
with no hope of reward beyond credit 
for their scientific achievements. Lang- 
ley has put into his work some of the 
funds of the Smithsonian intended for 
scientific research. 


The work of Langley and Maxim has 
been on parallel lines. Each has en- 
deavored ‘to find a motive power appli- 
cable to a device built on the plan of a 
bird which would be strong enough to 
give it the impulse which would keep it 
afloat on the currents of the air, and 
the power to move with or against these 
currents or across them. In other 
words, they have tried to approximate 
in a flying-machine motor the strength 
of a bird’s wings, proportioned to the 
weight which the artificial power must 
carry. 

‘Mr. Maxim and Mr. Langley have de- 
voted themselves chiefly to the reduc- 


tion of the weight of the motor per 
horse-power, and with remarkable 
though not satisfying success. Mr. 


Maxim has made a steam motor of 30 
horse-power weighing eight pounds per 
horse-power; Mr. Langley, an engine 
and boiler exerting one horse-power, 
weighing only seven pounds. At the 
same time an Australian named Har- 
grave, who has become famous through 
his kite experiments, has made a steam, 
engine weighing ten pounds to the 
horse-power. 

Mr. Chanute started with the belief 
that the motor was at the wrong end 
of the problem. Like all modern scien- 
tists who have attacked the question, 
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he thought that man-flight must be 


modelled on bird-flight; but he believed 
that man, not having the bird instinct, 
should learn how to use his wings first 
and then think of the power to operate 
them. Mr. Chanute’s chief aim then 
has been to solve the problem of equi- 
librium. Incidentally he has attacked 
successfully some of the other problems 
which face the investigator of the sub 
ject of man-flight. 

In the problem of equilibrium lies the 
question of stability in the air under all 
conditions. and especially in a wind. 

Mr. Chanute undertook to construct 4 
machine which would maintain the 
equilibrium automatically. It is his suc- 
cess in seeking such equilibrium which 
has led him to belive that a rudimentary

The discovery 
of these faults led to gradual modifica- 
tions of the macnine, consisting chiefly 
of changes in the grouping of the wings. 

In making his experiments he sailed 
against the wind and the force kept his 


apparatus and the operator in the air. 


He followed the bird habits which so 
many experimenters in flying have fol- 
lowed, making a running jump to clear 
the operator ana nis apparatus from the 
ground and alighting at any desired 
point, as you can see the sparrows 
doing any day in the streets of New 
York, by throwing himself backward 
and tilting the machine to a wider angle 
with the plane of the horizon. 

Not all these experiments were made 
by Mr. Chanute personally. He had an 
assistant named Herring who did most 
of the practical experimenting under 
Mr. Chanute’s directions, and this as- 
sistant has made the longest flight ever 
made in this country. 

If Mr. Chanute solves the problem of 
the aerocurve which will maintain the 
equilibrium of the flying man and sus- 
tain him in the air, and Langley makes 
the motor so light that it will furnish 
the motive power of the apparatus, it 
remains to perfect the instrument for 
obtaining propulsion. 

When these three questions have been 
determined, experument will solve the

flying machine will be constructed dur- 
ing the coming summer and that with 
it men will be able to fly. 

The first apparatus used by Chanute 
was a “ladder kite,” which proved on 
trial to possess a remarkable degree of 
stabkity. Then a flying apparatus was 
built on the same model and, together 
with a modified Lilienthal machine, 
was tested not many miles from Chi- 
cago on the shores of Lake Michigan. 

Mr. Chanute now found that his kite 
experiments were by no means con- 
clusive. The kite had been flown at 
an angle of incidence of 30 to 40 de-

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New York boy in 1825, with bare 

feet and ragged clothes, fighting 
the world with a bundle of newspapers 
clutched in his cold, red fingers.

In other ways thie city was different. 
There was no railroad in the world -in 
1825, you may remember; but Albany 
steamboats landed passengers opposite 
the market, and Lichtenstein used to 
carry valises for the passengers—some- 
times away out of town, as far as Four- 
teenth street; once or twice even to 
Corporal Thompson’s road-house, where 
the Fifth Avenue ‘Hotel now stands. 

Jane McCollick—she was aé_é Scot, 
black-haired, black-eyed and comely— 
noticed the “‘puir bit bairnie,’’ perhaps, 
because she had none of her own, poor 
spinster! She used to give him apples 
and smiles and the nearest approach to 
mothering the ragged young million- 
afre-to-be ever knew. 


‘“‘Laddie,” said she one day, ‘why 
dinna ye gae till the flesher’s (butcher's) 
an’ speir at them wad they gle ye bits o’ 
meat for cleanin’ their stalls?’ 

“And what would I do with them?’ 

“E’en tak’ them to the Indians at the 
Elysian Fields.”’ 

For as has been said, New York was 
different in those days. There were 
Elysian Fields and Indians both in 
Hoboken. The fields, where great 
steamship docks stretch to-day, were 
the fashionable pleasure ground, the 
resort of ladies in monstrous hoopskirts 
and corkscrew ringlets; of gentlemen 
with fuzzy high hats and macaroni 
waistcoats. And the Indians camped 
there, shot with arrows at pennies 
tossed in the air, or wove baskets of 
rushes for sale. 

Seamen took the advice. In those 
days butchers ‘had no refrigerators. At 
the day’s end in hot summer they sold 
for a song or gave away meat that 
would not ‘‘keep over.’’ They gave him 


S "ser? LICHTENSTEIN was a 
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doubtful meat. sheep’s plucks. bones. 
He ferried his queer cargo to the noble 
red men, who were not finicky, but 
yielded up their arrow-dented pennies 
for the cheap meat. The very first day 
Seamen made a dollar. 

He used to clean the stalls with an 
asparagus head run to seed, for brooms 
cost money, and as he always had a 
new broom he always swept clean. He 
slept, until he grew too big, on a trundle 
bed in Jane McCollick’s room. He paid 
rent by looking after her stand in the 
early morning. : 

The business developed. Peter Cooper 
was paying 530 cents a bushel for bones 
to make into glue. The penny-shooting 
Indians throve. Seamen went to a night 
schoo] in Greenwich street and taught 
canny Jane bookkeeping. For amuse- 
ment he played cards with the men at 
the Columbia engine house. 

Jane was a rigid churchgoer. ‘Sea- 
men,” she asked one day,’ do you play 
cards?” 

“T’ve found,’’ says Mr. Lichtenstein, 
“that telling Mes doesn’t pay. If you 
begin you have to keep it up. SoTI said 
‘I do, and got an awful lecture. It used 
to trouble her terribly when I went 
fishing Sundays, too. 


“When I was fifteen I bunked off as a 
fireman myself, slept in the engine-house 
ready to answer calls. I paid Jane 4a 
week for board. It cost $2 a week to 
wash and mend my clothes. I worked 
for Jane eleven years, and when I was 
twenty-one bought half her business for 
$609. It had grown. We sold all sorts 
of ‘things besides fruit.’’ 

Miss McCollick soon left the firm to 
start a pickle factory, now that of Will- 
iam H, Cohn & Co. Lichtenstein con- 
ducted the produce business for joint 
account at first and afterward as sole 
owner. He won a wife, too, a Miss Hoyt, 
and you may be interested to know that 
their first residence was as far uptown 
as Robinson street. 


For fifty years the history of a pros- 
perous family is a history of New York. 
Robinson street is down by Park place. 
When the baby came the ‘Lichtensteins 
moved uptown again; in 1857, once more, 
to West Thirty-second street; in 1877, to 
West Forty-second street, and at last 
to his own home, worth $60,000 or $70,000, 
on West Seventy-fourth street. By such 
Steps the city itself has grown. 

Mr. Lichtenstein did not pursue busi- 
ness to the exclusion of pleasure. He 
drove horses on the Bloomingdale road 
or at the half-mile track at the Red 
House, Second avenue and Seventh 
Street. He used to take old Jane to
